TTiere has been no progress in the 
attempt to launch a dialogue be- 
tween the U.S. administration and a 
Jordanian -Palestinian delegation, 
according to informed American 
and Israeli sources. Washington has 
still not received a list of acceptable 
Palestinian participants, and 
Richard Murphy, the top State De- 
partment official who is to bold the 
hoped-for dialogue, will not travel to 
Jordan until the names are forth- 
coming. 

Washington had hoped, that the 
meetings could be held at the end of 
June or during July. The TWA hos- 
tage crisis upset the timetable, but 


with the crisis now over, there ate 
still no signs of movement. 

American sources say there is 
some quiet inter-Arab diplomacy 
under way on this issue. But they 
indicate that the diplomacy is less 
than energetic -perhaps because the 
Palestinian leaders are still preoccu- 
pied with the fate of their people in 
Lebanon. 

The American sources note that 
Israel for its part is preoccupied for 
the moment with its economic 
emergency. But that ought, theoreti- 
cally, to have spurred the Jordanians 
and Palestinians into more vigorous 
efforts to put together a delegation 
and begin the dialogue. The fact that

Kimche was ‘misquoted’ 
on holding Shi’ite prisoners

Contrary to numerous reports, 
Foreign Ministry Director-General 
David Kimche did not propose in 
Washington that Israel delay the 
release of the remaining Lebanese 
detainees pending the release of the 
seven Americans still held captive in 
Beirut. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman Avi 
Pazner said yesterday that Kimche's 
remarks on this matter, which were 
made to The Washington Post and 
accurately reported in that paper, 
were subsequently misquoted and 
misrepresented both in Israel and in 
the U.S. Thus, the State Depart- 
ment spokesman was asked to com- 
ment on the ‘'proposal" last 
weekend - and duly rejected it. The 
result was embarrassment and per- 
plexity in both capitals. 


In an interview in today’s Jeru- 
salem Post Magazine, Vice Premier 
Shamir disavows Kimche’s pur- 
ported “proposal," dubbing it the 
director-general's “personal idea." 

Pazner said that following Kim- 
che’s return this week, the matter 
had been clarified. 

He said Kimche had been asked 
by The Washington Post “a hypothe- 
tical question:" If Israel were asked 
* to delay the release of the detainees 
to procure the release of the seven 
Americans, would it agree? The 
director-general's reply had been 
couched in the same hypothetical 
terms: Were such a request to be 
made, his personal assessment was 
that Israel would agree to it. 

Kimche. had added that in his view 
the Shi'ite extremists who are hold- 
ing the Americans would not be 
influenced by any such tactic. 


Bombs explode in Ashkelon, Hadera

Bombs blew up yesterday morn- 
ing in Ashkelon and Hadera. No one 
was hurt in either incident. 

fn Ashkelon, the bomb exploded 
near the fence of the swimming pool 
of the King Solomon Pools Hotel. A 
number ot Arabs were arrested, the 
police combed the area for addition- 
al bombs. 

Since the beginning of the year, 
the hotel has housed Ethiopian im- 
migrants. 

This is the third time in less than a 
month that an explosive device has 
been placed in Ashkelon. The two 


previous bombs were detonated be- 
. fore they blew up. 

In Hadera, a small bomb went off 
in the main shopping square off 
Rehov Herbert Samuel, the police 
reported. The window of a nearby 
shop was damaged. 

The potice dosed off the area, 
while sappers checked whether there 
were other devices. More than 50 
people were taken into custody for 
questioning. 

The police are investigating a 
possible connection between the ex- 
plosion and three similar incidents in 
Haifa in the last two months.

Levy cools faction 
but attacks plan again

TEL AVIV. - Deputy Prime Minis- 
ter David Levy yesterday restrained 
his supporters in Herat from making 
more vigorous protests against the 
government's economic plan, while 
at the same time continuing his own 
onslaught on the measures. 

Levy appeared before several 
hundred angry members of the 
Herat .central committee and the 
party’s Blue-White Histadrut fac- 
tion. They convened at Herat head- 
quarters to express support for 
Levy’s stand against the plan. 

Levy’s rivals in Herat said this was 
a gathering of his faction in the 
party, as the rift with Vice Premier 
Shamir grows wider. Shamir yester- 
day urged his faithful to back, the 
economic programme, because 
there is no other alternative. 

Levy, on the other hand, charged 
yesterday that the “government has 
put itself in an impossible position." 
It had adopted a plan which it could 
not possibly implement, thereby 
doing, untold harm, rather than 
good, to the economy. 

“We are ah ready to sacrifice and 
to join the campaign to solve our 
economic woes." Levy said. “But 
the government is turning a blind eye 
to reality. When it will compromise, 


a f it must, it will appear to be 
backing down and giving in. This will 
be harmful to the Muse the plan was 
created for. I have been demanding 
that the government be wise ahead 
of time,” Levy claimed. 

The atmosphere at the gathering 
was heated, with many participants 
attacking Labour. Prime Minister 
Peres, the government and the 
Libera] party of Finance Minister 
Moda'i. Many called for demonstra- 
tions outside Peres's home and 
others urged street demonstrations. 

Levy spoke against both sugges- 
tions and even defended Peres. “The 
situation is painful, but we must act 
by virtue of our membership in the 
coalition and not against the coali- 
tion. We want a strong and viable 
coalition and we want it to survive," 
he told his audience. 

Levy told the gathering that he is 
being victimized by i “hate cam- 
paign.'* ‘ { . 

Labour Knesset faction chief MK 
Rafi Edri last night said in a TV 
interview that Levy is “no more than 
an irresponsible cheap demagogue 
and is continuing his onslaught on 
the government with an eye to scor- 
ing points in the internal Herat con- 
test. He cannot be both in an out of 
government." 


Severe penalties sought for Jewish terrorists

Prosecutor Dorit Beinish asked 
the Jerusalem District Court yester- 
day to impose severe sentences on 
the 15 Jews who were couriered of 
.‘terrorism on Wednesday. 

; Citing several characteristics of 
J -the Jewish terror conspiracy as 
j-cason for imposing severe sent- 
ences that range from five years to 
life in jail, Beinish asked rhetorical- 
Jy, “are we to allow the Lebanoniza- 
ti on of Israel?" 

She said the underground “used 
violence without fear of spilling 
.blood." She described the ideologic- 
al motives for the crimes as “a fire 
that can’t be put out/- and said that 
..while the convicted men had all 
‘served in the' army and contributed 
to the security of the state. “ none 
have expressed remorse or regret for 
their actions." 

■ Most of the convicted men are 
involved in mote than one erime, 
rioted Beinish. as she presented her 
• ' summation and call for severe sent- 
ences. 

Noting that "terror struck often 
and horribly inside the Green Line. . 
yet nobody" armed themselves as 
vigilantes," Beinish said that the 
underground members "take pride 


in their actions." 

She called for consecutive sen- 
tencing for several of the convicts, 
including additional years in jail on 
top of the mandatoiy life sentences 
Chat three of the convicts will get for 
thei r murder conviction . 

As if to confirm some of what 
Beinish said, Yehuda Etzion, the 
No. 2 defendant in the case and an 
ideologue who believes in the de- 
molition of the mosque on the Tem- 


ple Mount in order to pave the way 
for a Kingdom of Israel, took the 
stand to say: “It’s up to the state of 
Israel to remove the building (tire 
mosque) on the Temple Mount. 

“It would be histarial naivete to

Shamir to press for clemency next week

Vice Premier Shamir will start 
pressing for clemency for members 
of the Jewish underground after they 
are sentenced next week, sources 
close to Shamir indicated yesterday. 

Speaking to student graduates of 
the Be tar youth movement yester- 
day. Shamir did not say how he 
would act to win the clemency. A 
source close to the minister said it 
was too early to say whether Shamir 
would join Knesset Members such as 
Geula Cohen (Tehfya) who are de- 
manding special legislation to free 
members of the underground. 

The source denied that Shamir 


had discussed the issue in a meeting 
with Morasba's Minister without 
Portfolio Yosef Shapira, and with 
Justice Minister Moshe Nissini 
(Likud-Liberal) on Wednesday. 
This meeting had been devoted to 
matters of religious legislation, the 
source said. 

Shamir stressed his complete re- 
jection of terrorism in his meeting 
with the Betar graduates. He said, 
however, that they were "excellent 
■people who made a mistake." He 
argued, as have other proponents of 
clemency, that the best way to en- 
sure that there would be no more 
Jewish undergrounds would be to 
free the convicted terrorists. 


perhaps less consciousness than I 
have" in his plot to blow up the 
mosque, Etzion displayed to the 
court three stamps honouring the 
three monotheistic religions recently 
issued by the Postal Service. 

One stamp shows the Western 
Wall, another shows the Aksa mos- 
que on the Temple Mount and the 
third shows the Church of the-Nativ- 
ity in Bethlehem. 

“They gave them the mountain and 
us the wall!" declared Etzion. bitter-

Describing as his “accomplices" 
the six victims of the 1980 Hebron 
massacre that prompted the Jewish 
terror group's bombing attack on the 
leaders of the National Guidance 
Committee, Etzion said that he had 
acted “under the influence of the 
emotions of those terrible events, in 
which six yeshiva students were kil- 
led." 

Concerning his use of stolen IDF 
weapons, Etzion said that it was a 
serious offence and he called on the 
court to “punish me appropriately."

Negotiators narrow gap 
but strikes still loom

TEL AVTV. - The country will 
be almost strike-free today as the 
trade unions and the national 
works committees allow a little 
more time for the negotiations 
between the government and the 
Histadrut over the new economic 


programme. 

The strikes are due to resume on 
Sunday, however, with the firefigh- 
ters. bank, employees, insurance 
company workers. Mekorot water 
company workers and employees of 
the petrol and gas companies sche- 
duled to walk off the job. 

The threat of a general strike early 
next week stands as well. The His- 


tadrut central committee yesterday 
left the strike decision up to the 
Trade Union Department, which is 
under strong pressure from the 
national works commirtees to take 
radical action. 

The Treasury has agreed in princi- 
ple that the thinning out of public-

Modal more flexible on dismissals

The cabinet yesterday empowered 
Prime Minister Peres and Finance 
Minister Moda'i to delay the pre- 
sentation of the dismissal lists in the 
public sector. 

The deadline was set for yesterday 
at midnight, but due to the negotia- 
tions between government and the 
Histadrut. the ministers were re- 
quested by phone to approve a de- 
lay. 

According to the cabinet decision 
the government will try to reach an 
agreement with the labour federa- 
tion rather than use the authority 
granted to it by the emergency reg- 
ulations. 

Moda'i revealed that originally 
the Treasury had planned to dismiss 
6 percent of the public-sector em- 
ployees, but that this was replaced 


by a plan to sack 3 per cent and to 
reduce wages by 3 per cent in the 
public sector. 

He added that he would not care if 
another combination of dismissals 
and wage reductions is found, as 
long as 'the planned cut in public- 
sector spending is implemented. 

But senior Treasury officials were 
less happy about the prospects of 
such compromise being reached. 
“We cannot accept fewer dismissals 
in return fora larger wage reduction. 
This will resulr in a large and ineffi- 
cient civil service, with wages so low 
that good workers will not be willing 
to work in it," the officials said. 

Moda'i also said that according to 
the Treasury plans real wages up to 
the end of the collective wage 
accords next March should stay at 
their June level. 

He added that - in October, net 


wages will be some 6 percent below 
that target, but he was prepared to 
advance the adjustment of tax brack- 
ets to offset this erosion. 

The minister added that during 
the negotiations with the Histadrut'. 
the labour federation Jias demanded 
a 16 per cent compensation to gross 
wages oh top of the compensation 
the government is willing to pay. 

Histadrut Secretary-General Yis- 
rael Kessar met yesterday with Peres 
in an additional effort to break the 
impasse in the negotiations. After 
the short meeting Kessar told repor- 
ters that he had told the government 
about the labour federation's prop- 
osals, and that the premier and his 
advisers should now decide what to 
do. 

A second meeting between Shar- 
on and Haberfeld last night ended 
without progress. 


Peres counting on Kessar to back him 


After 10 days of bitter battle over 
the austerity plan. Prime Minister 
Peres is drawing on the one 
apparently unlimited resource at his 
command, bis patience, to face 
another 10 day's of battle. For it may 
well take jhat long, according to 
well-placed sources, until the gov- 
ernment and the Histadrut reach 
agreement - or until the effort to do 
so fails. 

Peres is confident that it wall not • 
fail. He believes that he is motivated 
by the exigencies of the ruined eco- 
nomy. and that the leaders of the 
Histadrut must eventually bow to 
the same logic. 

But one cloud that darkens his 
optimism is the growing concern in 
government circles that Yisrael Kes- 
sar, the Histadrut secretary-general , 
may be losing control of individual 
unions, especially the more militant 



among them - which, ironically, rep- 
resent some of the best-paidwork- 
ers. Indeed, some government 
sources fear Kessar may already 
have lost control. 

The view from Peres's perspec- 
tive, as one hard week ends and 
anotherTooms. embraces the follow- 
ing elements: 

• KESSAR. Clearly he was deeply- 
hurt, personally and politically, by 
Peres's failure to consult with him 
over the economic emergency plan 
at an earlier stage. Presumably Peres 
felt he ought not to compromise the 


Histadrut chief, and that divulging 
the plan ro Kessar might have pro- 
voked a premature union backlash. 
In hindsight, the premier probably 
regrets that approach. 

Kessar's mood perceptibly black- 
ened following his televised show- 
down with Finance Minister Moda'i 
last week. While many viewers felt 
this was “good television” and a 
generally high-standard debate, the 
relationship between the two men. 
hitherto good, was damaged. 

• MODA'I. Relations between the 
premier and the gifted but volatile 
finance minister have had their ups 
and downs throughout the months of 
the unity government. Now they are 
on a derided up. Peres admires Mod- 
a’i's intellectual prowess, and his 
consistency once he has made deci- 
sions. Presumably the premier is

The Egged and Dan bus coopera- 
tives had complained that since the 
recent 100 per cent fare rise, they 
needed a Brinks annoured car every 
day filled with the 1S10 coins re- 
quired for change. 

The Bank of Israel said it could 
not cope with the cooperatives’ de- 
mands for so many coins. 

The bus drivers said that earning 
so many heavy IS10 coins tore their 
bags and hurt their shoulders. 

A spot check shows a 25 per cent 
drop in the number of passengers 
since the price increase, an Egged 
spokesman told 1 he Jerusalem fast 
yesterday. The decrease has been 
greater on interurban lines than on 
urban lines, he said. 


Health services have 
the wrong priorities’

HAIFA. - The health services need 
to be reorganized and their priorities 
redefined. Health Ministry 
Director-General Dan Michaeli said 
yesterday. Speaking to a seminar at 
Haifa University, he said that the 
services' financial crisis is not simply 
the result of personnel and financial 
problems. 

Too much emphasis is placed on 
curing illnesses and not enough on 
preventing them, he said. 

He gave the example of smoking, 
saying it is far cheaper to take pre- 
ventive measures than to treat 
smoking-related diseases. 

For example, the costs of .treating 
undersized babies born to women 
who smoke are “astronomical.” 
Similarly, it is very expensive to treat 
respiratory diseases, including lung 
cancer, which are very often the 
result of smoking.

TEL AVIV. - The government col- 
luded with the Histadrut in prevent- 
ing Prime Minister Peres from 
appearing on Israel Television's 
Moked interview programme on 
Wednesday night, Histadrut source* 
said yesterday. 

The interview, along with the rest 
of the evening's programmes, were 
blacked out by a strike ordered by 
Histadrut Trade Union Department 
chairman Haim Haberfeld. 

According to the sources, officials 
in the Prime Minister's Office agreed 
that a way be found to prevent Peres’ 
appearance on Moked in return for a 


Histadrut commitment to prevent 
future public disturbances, such as 
the large demonstrations in Jeru- 
salem. Beersheba.and Petah Tikva 
this week. 

The rowdy Petah Tikva demon- 
stration at the Beilinson junction, 
was organized by the local labour 
council. Government officials re- 
portedly felt that more such demon- 
strations would dangerously indte 
public opinion. 

The two sides, therefore, agreed 
tacitly to lower the public profiles of 
both the supporters and the oppo- 
nents of the economic programme, 
the Histadrut sources said. As proof, 
they pointed to the government's 
remarkably, low-key reaction to 


Haberfeld's heavy-handed strike 
order. 

Other members of the Histadrut 
executive reacted with dismay to the 
TV strike, saying that the Histadrut 
had over-stepped the bounds in 
blacking out the prime minister. 

Israel Television has no plans for 
Peres to. explain the government’s 
new economic programme. 

Asked yesterday whether there is 
some other television programme on 
which the prime minister could dis- 
cuss the economic plan, an Israel 
Television spokesman said this was a 
problem of the Prime Minister’s 
Office, not of Israel Television. 
“We’re not here to do public rela- 
tions for the prime minister.” he 


said. 

The spokesman noted that prior to 
the two-night blackout on Mabat 
news, the prime minister had been 
interviewed on television and had 
received extensive coverage when he 
spoke about the economy and the 
measures needed to cure it. - 

However, if the Prime Minister's 
Office believed that the economic 
plan required greater exposure on 
the air. “his press adviser can always 
turn to Educational Television.** the 
official said.

Luck a factor in paying 
the air ticket surtax *

How much tax should you pay 
when leaving the country? It appears 
that in some cases this is a matter of 
luck. 

Following reports from readers 
that they, or friends of theirs, had 
been stopped at the airport and 
forced to pay the 20 per cent surtax 
on the price of the ticket even though 
the ticket had been sent from 
abroad. The Jerusalem Post con- 
ducted an informal investigation. 

A call to the customs office at 
Ben-Gurion Airport elicited the re- 
sponse that any ticket sent from 
abroad, in any manner, was exempt 
from the surtax. But others who 
called the same office reported that 
they got quite different answers, 
with at least one official stating cate- 
gorically that all Israeli residents 
must pay the 20 per cent tax. 

Not content. The Post called the 


Treasury and here the responsible 
official stated that any air ticket sent 
by mail from abroad was exempt 
from the surcharge. But if the ticket 
was paid for abroad and issued in 
Israel, the tax must be paid. In any 
case, the official noted, there were 
only spot checks at the airport and it 
was the agent who was responsible 
for payment of the tax. not the 
passenger. Thus, if a ticket is sent 
through an agent and you don't pay 
the tax, you have a good chance of 
getting away with it. 

But for those who are sitting down 
to write to their aunties and uncles to 
ask them to send a ticket, there is 
some bad news. According to the 
Treasury official, there is a good 
chance that the exemption on tickets 
sent from abroad could be abolished 
at any time. 

All this is of course in addition to 
the IS375,000 travel tax which must 
be paid by all Israelis going abroad. 


Labour cancels meetings to avoid clash

TEL AVTV - The Labour Party 
yesterday cancelled all political 
gatherings in which there was the 
possibility of confrontation between 
the supporters of Prime Minister 
Peres and Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar. 

Labour Secretary- General Uzi 
Baram admitted that the cancella- 
tion was to prevent an embarrassing 
situation in which the party would be 
put in a position of having to take 
sides. 

Baram said: “How could we take 
a position against Kessar, for exam- 
ple. Let us assume that we could 
have summoned a majority ixrfavoui; 
of the government's economic plan, 
and let ns assume that we could have 
somehow coerced Kessar to toe the 
line. 


“But how could we have guaran- 
teed that the Histadrut would go 
along with such a party decision? 
There is danger that such decision 
would mean that the party would 
lose influence in the Histadrut and 
on the groups of workers.

they have not done so is perturbing 
American policymakers. 

The U.S. has said it will accept as 
members of a joint delegation 
Palestinians who are not office- 
holders in the PLO. 

Some observers here believe that 
the scheduling of the Reagan- 
Gorbachev summit for November 
will increase Washington's deter- 
mination to make progress in Middle 
East diplomacy by that time - in 
order to ward off Moscow’s demands 
to be involved in the peacemaking 
effort. 

But Vice Premier Yitzhak Shamir 
does not accept this assessment. He 
predicted this week that the Middle 
East would not figure prominently 
on the Geneva summit agenda, and 
therefore discounted the idea that 
Washington would want urgent 
progress before Geneva. 

In an interview with The Jeru- 
salem Post (mainly devoted to the 
economic crisis- see magazine, page 
three), Shamir spoke of Washing- 
ton’s "difficulties’’ in embarking on 
a dialogue with a Jordanian- 
Palestinian team. “There are differ- 
ences between the PLO and Jordan, 
within the PLO itself, and between 
the Arab side and the Americans,” 
Shamir said. 

The basic Arab aim was to bring 


about direct contact between 
Washington and the PLO, he said, 
whereas Washington’s aim was to 
pave the way to direct negotiations 
between the Arabs and Israel. But 
the Arabs - including Jordan - were 
insisting that such negotiations could 
be held only in the framework of an 
international peace conference 
which would involve the Soviets and 
the Arab hardliners. 

Regarding the other stymied di- 
plomatic effort in the region - the 
Israel-Egypt rapprochement - Sha- 
mir said there was “no reason why 
the national unity government must 
accept the Labour Party’s position or 
else collapse. It can equally well 
survive accepting the LDoid’s posi- 
tion.” 

The Likud’s position is that Israel 
should hold out for conciliation over 
Taba, the disputed border-site near 
Eilat, before agreeing to Egypt’s 
demand that the issue be submitted 
to binding imernatinal arbitration. 
Egypt bas pledged that agreement 
on arbitration for Taba would bring 
about a general thaw of the “cold 
peace” between the two countries. 

The inner cabinet is deadlocked - 
five Labour members against five 
Likud - on this question . 

Sources close to Peres have 
pledged that he will not let the issue 
rest, but intends to bring it up again 
within two or three weeks.

Ata workers to return dismissal notices

HAIFA. - Ata workers are to return 
ail the dismissal notices sent to them 
by the firm’s receiver. The Jerusalem 
Post was told yesterday. 

Works committee member Yit- 
zhak Rothschild said they would 
collect all the letters and send them 
back “en bloc to where they came 
from.” 

“We do not accept these notices. 
Neither do we see this as the end of 
the line for Ata." he said. 

The dismissal notices were issued 
to most of the firm‘s-870 employees 
at the Kiryat Ata and Kurdaneh 
factories yesterday. The letters 
stated that in accordance with the 
derision of Haifa District. Court 


Judge Eliezer Bar on May 28 to close 
Ata-Kurdaneh. the workers were 
dismissed as of June 23. 

A wave of anger and bitterness 
swept the Ata factories yesterday as 
workers received the dismissal 
notices. “It was a complete surprise 
to us - a blow to the head that we had 
not expected.” said works commit- 
tee member Haim Ackerman. 

U.S. businessman Jack Nasser is 
prepared to buy Ata on the govern- 
ment's terms. Israel Radio reported 
last night-. 

Tbe radio said Nasser made the 
offer at a meeting with Labour Wel- 
fare Minister Moshe Katzav. A pre- 
vious offer made by a consortium 
headed by Nasser was turned down 
by the government.

Duda'i was not in a position to. 
neaqh an agreement with the nnion- 
"lsts", needing to dear any derision 
with Prime Minister Peres and Fi- 
nance Minister Moda’i. The two 
sides will probably meet again on 
Sunday, though no definite date has 
been set. 

Sunday is regarded by many in the 
Histadrut as the final date that an 
agreement can be reached. The re- 
lease on Monday of June’s 
consumer-price index is expected to 
lead to demands for compensation 
for the high wage erosion that 
month. 

Histadrut officials said that the 
government's willingness to explore 
ways of avoiding dismissals repre- 
sented a significant turning point in 


the negotiations. Previously govern- 
ment officials had maintained that 
the economic programme was based 
on fixed models which could not be 
altered without jeopardizing the en- 
tire package. 

Trade Union Department chair- 
man Haim Haberfeld said that the 
essence of the dispute is over 
whether the models could in fact be 
altered without damaging the prog- 
ramme - as the Histadrut maintains 
can be done. 

Tbe new atmosphere of comprom- 
ise between tbe two sides was re- 
flected in the Histadrut central com- 
mittee's declaration of support for 
the broad outline of the economic 
programme. During an emergency 
meeting that had originally been 
called to approve a general strike on 
Sunday, the committee resolved that 
the country's workers would be will- 
ing to take on an extra economic 
burden for the sake of tbe recovery 
of the economy “according to the 
general tines of the government’s 
economic programme.”

Histadrut Secretary-General Yis- 
rael Kessar and jEli.Hurvitz, presi- 
dent of the Manufacturers Assoda-' 
tion, yesterday failed to find a way of 
avoiding deep wage erosion in the 
private sector while remaining with- 
in the framework of tbe economic 
programme. Hurvitz said after the 
meeting, the fourth between the two 
sides in the past week, that while 
both sides had ideas, they were still 
far from finding a solution.

The new crop of junior high school 
pupils who begin their secondary 
education in September, may well 
□ever know what it means to sit fora 
matriculation (bagrut) exam. 

The first step towards eliminating 
the bagrut, in favour of an evaluation 
system in which schools will grade 
their .own pupils, was introduced 
yesterday as plait of a pilot project 
which has been five years in the 
making. 

Hundreds of high school students 
were excused from formal examina- 
tions in mathematics, English and 
composition in the current bagrut 
exams which conclude today. 

The project was developed by the 
resear cn ana evaluation unit of the 
School of Education at Tel Ayiv 
University, with the aim of enabling 
high schools to grade their own 
pupils. 

Experts from the Education 
Ministry and Tei Aviv University 


spent five years training teachers in 
innovative evaluation systems, di- 
agnostics, oral tests, intuition and 
logic as well as methods of work 
inspection. 

In the experimental stages, 
teachers practised their' newly- 
acquired skills in workshop class®. 
Their students were independently 
tested by experts whose evaluations 
more or less coincided with those of 
the teachers. 

Both the Education Ministry and 
the institutions of higher learning 
have endorsed the validity of the 
new system, announcing that grades 
of this kind recorded in matricula- 
tion certificates would be recognized 
by the universities. 

Declaring the beginning of a re- 
volution in the education system. 
Education Ministry spokesman 
Israel Cohen yesterday said that 
both the ministry and Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity were eager for schools to join 
the programme. 


Victims of IDF raid 
buried at Tripoli camp 


BEIRUT (AP). - Palestinians 
buried victims of an Israeli air raid 
against north Lebanon camps in a 
mass grave yesterday. 

Palestinian terrorists fired a 21- 
gun salute and women ululated as 24 
shrouded bodies were interred at the 
refugee camp of Nahr al-Bared’s 
Martyrs Cemetery at noon. . 

Nine terrorists, six children aged 
from 8 to 12 and an 18-year-old 
woman, were among the dead, 
according to police and hospitals in 
Tripoli. 

Night-long searches in the 
bombed areas of the refugee camps 
ofBaddawi and Nahr al-Bared near 
Tripoli continued into the day as the 
funeral was underway, police said. 

By police count. 12 prople remain 
missing and are presumed dead, 
while 87 were wounded in the Israeli 
air raids Wednesday afternoon. 

Palestinians marched in the funer- 
al in silence. There. were no national- 
ist songs or chants that oversha- 
dowed previous victims' burials. 


Israel on Wednesday staged its 
seventh air raid in Lebanon this 
year, sending its air force jets and 
helicopter gunships bombing and 
strafing three terrorist bases in the 
two camps, home of more than 
25,000 refugees outside the port of 
Tripoli, 80 kilometres north of 
Beirut. 

A terrorist headquarters was de- 
molished and an oil pipeline set 
ablaze in the raids that came a day 
after two suicide bombers detonated 
their cars in Israel’s security zone in 
South Lebanon. Seventeen civilians 
and Israeli-backed militiamen were 
killed in the blasts and two Israeli 
soldiers were wounded, the Israelis 
reported. State-nm Beirut Radio 
said 26 people were killed in the twin 
bombing. 

In TnpoUu where rival Moslem 
militias have been battling for the 
fourth straight day, sniper fire was 
reported in the country’s second 
largest city. Police reported four 
people wounded.

The emergency regulations 
enacted by the government specified 
that dismissals must be made in the 
“national institutions" — meaning 
the Jewish Agency, the WZO, 
Keren Hayesod and the Jewish 
National Fund. However, according 
to the agency's long-standing agree- 
ment with the government, these 
institutions are independent of the 
government and not subject to its 
orders. 

The Jerusalem Post has learned 
that the national institutions are will- 
ing to cut three per cent of their 
staffs, but only if the government 
implements cutbacks first. 

It is understood that ao overseas 
emissaries of these institutions will 
be fired.

Some workers who relied on'their 
electric alarm docks arrived at work 
late.

Police likely to drop

Police to probe 
MK Shalita’s 
complaints of 

Victimization’

Police Inspector-General David 
Kraus has asked Northern District 
Commander Shaul Levy to look into 
complaints by Knesset Member 
Benny Shalita about a recent inves- 
tigation into alleged corruption by 
theMK. 

Shalita has long claimed that he is 
a victim of police persecution, in the 
wake of newspaper reports from two 
years ago in which police sources 
were quoted as saying that Shalita is 
a suspect in an investigation. 

. The MK has pursued his case 
against the police, using his position 
as MK. to pressure the attorney 
general's office and the police. He is 
determined to clear his name. 

The police long ago ended their 
inquiry inro Shalita and never press- 
ed charges against him. 

But Shalita nevertheless con- 
tinued to complain, and recently 
went to Attorney-General Yitzhak 
Zamir. Zamir in turn asked Kraus to 
look into the matter, and yesterday 
the inspector general confirmed he 
had asked Levy to investigate Shalj- 
ta's complaints. 

Sources close to Kraus said that 
Shalita's complaints “are personal" 
and not “professional." but that 
Levy would be expected to be thor- 
ough and will be allowed to question 
other police officers. 

Shalita yesterday took advantage 
of a meeting of the top ranks of the 
police with the Union of Local Au- 
thorities to call on Kraus “to do 
everything possible to prevent ‘wild 
weeds' in the police from raining the 
good names of politicians who have 
nothing other than their good 
names.” Shalita is a member of the 
union because he heads a local au- 
thority. 

Kraus said he would do everything 
in his power to prevent “wicked 
leaks" from the police.

Gangsters lead police 
to body of victim

After revealing the whereabouts 
of the body of a former underworld 
rival, two leading criminal figures in 
Jerusalem had their indictments 
changed from murder to manslaugh- 
ter. 

Micha Aslan, long considered the 
leader of the “Number One Jeru- 
salem Gang." and Gabi “Baby-, 
face” Ben-Harush. were sentenced 
last week to 14 and IS years in jail, 
respectively, for the manslaughter of 
David Haio and Shimon Sabah. 

The Jerusalem District Court 
yesterday allowed publication of the 
plea-bargained case, after the two 
men led police to the grave of one of 
the victims. 

The killings took place during the 
early 1980s. when a battle for control 
of the Jerusalem drug and stolen 
goods market sparked an under- 
world war resulting in several kill- 
ings and serious injuries among the 
leading crime figures. 


Haio disappeared in early 1980. 
but only on Monday did the two 
convicts bring police investigators to 
the sands of Ashdod. where they 
revealed the grave of the missing 
man. 

Haio was killed because .Aslan 
thought he had tried to kill him. 
Ben-Harush killed Sabah in August 
of 1980 because he thought that 
Sabah tried to kill him. 

Sabah's body was found in a Jeru- 
salem forest well after the arrest of 
the “Number One Jerusalem Gang" 
in January of 1984. 

Ben-Harush's 18-year sentence 
will include two years he has already 
serv ed for a drug conviction. The 14 
years Aslan is to serve will include 
the 19 months he has been in jail 
awaiting the end of this trial. 

Along with the manslaughter con- 
viction. Aslan was also convicted of 
conspiracy to blow up Uri Biazi. 
another Jerusalem criminal figure, 
and for heroin dealing and breaking 
and entering. 


Kafr Kaiina man jailed for Beit Keshet arson

in November, 1984, and later confes- 
sed to having planned to attack the 
embassy with LDF-issue grenades.

Two workers hurt by

According to western estimates, 
there are as many as 115,000 Soviet 
troops in Afghanistan, where they 
are helping government forces fight 
a nationwide anti-Communist in- 
surgency. 


Swedes say Soviet jet

STOCKHOLM (AP). - A Soviet 
Air Force pilot was believed killed 
when his SU-15 jet fighter crashed in 
the Baltic Sea after pursuing a Swed- 
ish Fighter plane, the Defence Staff 
reported Wednesday.

Jim Bartlett, general manager of 
the Mid-Staffordshire Health Au- 
thority. told an inquiry into the out- 
break that air conditioning cooling 
towers at Stafford District General 
Hospital in central England had 
been cleaned only once a year.

U.S. tourist cancellations 
worry Greeks after hijack 


NEW YORK (AP). - Greek busi- 
ness and government tourist officials 
arrive in New York today on the first 
leg of a trip to major U.S. cities 
aimed at stemming cancellations of 
tours by American travellers to 
Greece following last month's TWA 
hijacking outside Athens airport. 

The delegation, led by the secret- 
ary general of the Greek National 
Tourist Organization, Nico Skoulas. 
is to visit Washington, Los Angeles, 
Chicago and Boston. 

Olympic Airways. Greece's 
national airline, has "the high 90 per 
cent range" of its seats from the U.S. 
booked, according to company 
spokesman Anthony Sears. 

Other carriers, however, have 
seen a dropoff/ 

"We noticed a falloff in our book- 
ings to Greece, no question about 
it," said Dave Venz, director of 
corporate communications for 
TWA, which schedules two daily 
nonstop flights between New York 
and Athens. 

A dispute between Greece and 
Egypt over where the hijackers of 
the TWA jet smuggled their 
weapons on board surfaced again 


yesterday after a claim by a Shi'ite 
Moslem leader that they were hid- 
den on the plane in Cajro. 

The claim, made in an interview 
with a Lebanese weekly magazine, 
was translated and made* available to 
Greek and foreign reporters in 
Athens by the Greek Press Ministry. 

Egyptian Alternate Foreign 
Minister Boutros Ghaii called in 
Greece’s ambassador to Cairo last 
month to complain about Greek 
efforts to blame Egyptian security 
for the hijack. 

A Soviet jurist said Wednesday 
that the U.S. boycott of the Beirut 
airport in response to the hijacking is 
unjustifiable . 

Vladlen Vereshchetin, deputy 
director of the Institute of State and 
Law of the USSR Academy of Scien- 
ces, made the comments in an inter- 
view with the government newspap- 
er Izvestia. 

Imposing sanctions against the 
Beirut airport will strengthen ter- 
rorists and weaken friends of the 
U.S. in the area, the Lebanese 
ambassador to the U.S. Abdullah 
Bouhabib. said in Washington 
yesterday. 


Attempt to kill Sri Lanka president 


COLOMBO (Reuter). - A bomb 
plot to kill Sri Lankan President 
Junius Jayewardene and Tamil guer- 
rillas' rejection of government peace 
moves yesterday threatened to dis- 
rupt secret talks aimed at solving the 
bland's ethnic crisis. 

Police arrested two men as they 
were assembling a timing device on 
two bombs which were to have been 
planted near Jayewardene office. 

Defence Secretary General Sepa- 
la Attygalle quoted the men as tell- 
ing police the bombs containing 120 
kilograms of explosives were to bej 
detonated when Jayewardene. .arr. 
rived at work. 

But Jayewardene did not go to hb 
Colombo office because he was suf- 


fering from influenza. The two men 
were caught with the bombs in a van 
at Kotahena about three km. from 
Jayewardene ’s office. A third man 
managed to escape. 

Attygalle quoted the two suspects 
as saying they belonged to a Tamil 
guerrilla group called the Eelam Re- 
volutionary Organization of Stu- 
dents (Eros), one of five major 
separatist groups attending peace 
talks with Sri Lankan officials in the 
remote Bhutanese capital Thimpu. 

But a leader of Eros. Velupillai 
Balakumarao, .said by telephone 
from the south Indian city of Madras 
that his group was not involved in the 
bid ro kill Jayewardene. 


Iraq, Iran claim success in new battle 


BAHRAIN (Reuter). - Iran said 
yesterday its forces had launched a 
lightning attack on the southern Gulf 
War front. But Iraq said the offen- 
sive was repelled wtih heavy Iranian 
losses in fierce fighting. 

An Iranian war communique said 
the attack Wednesday night took 
Iranian forces ten kilometres into 
Iraqi territory north of Al-Tib in 
Misan province. 

The communique said a battalion 
of Iraq’s 805th Army Brigade was 
annihilated, while 850 troops were 


killed or wounded and more than ten 
ammunition dumps were destroyed. 

In Baghdad, Iraq's official news 
agney DMA said Iraqi forces wiped 
out five Iranian battalions of Che the 
19th Division of the Revolutionary 
Guards in fierce fighting near the 
border. 

An Iraqi field commander, quoted 
by INA, said: “The Iraqi troops 
repelled and completely wiped out 
the enemy force, killing hundreds of 
its troops and taking dozens captive, 
among them an officer.” It gave no 
further details. 


‘Old’ Coke to be 
on sale again 


NEW YORK (AP). - Coca-Cola 
Co. said Wednesday it plans to bring 
back its old formula for regular Coke 
within the next several weeks and 
will call it Coca-Cola Classic. 


DEATH PENALTY. - The U.S. 
House of Representatives voted 
overwhelmingly yesterday to reinsti- 
tute the death penalty for military 
personnel convicted of peacetime 
espionage. The vote of 320 to 101 
reflected congressional outrage over 
the recent arrest of four men alleged 
to be involved in a Navy spy ring. 
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series of House actions on U.S. 
contributions to international family 
planning efforts. It was part of a 
debate on amendments to the 
foreign-aid bill. 

A second proposal, to give Presi- 
dent Reagan the authority to deny 
funds to organizations that perform 
or actively promote abortion as a 
method of family planning, was 
adopted 234-189. 

The decisions were not final be- 
cause in some instances they differed 
from Senate decisions. Differences 
have to be negotiated between the 
two chambers before the bill is sent 
to Reagan for approval. 



European Cup disaster 
may topple Belgian gov’t 


BRUSSELS (Reuter). - The Bel- 
gian government, or at least its in- 
terior minister, could be tripped up 
when Parliament today debates the 
blame for a riot at the European Cup 
soccer final in Brussels two months 
ago where 38 fans died. 

A parliamentary committee of in- 
quiry. whose report will be the basis 
for the debate, concluded that while 
rampaging British hooligans caused 
the deaths. Belgian soccer and police 
officials made errors contributing to 
the Heysel Stadium disaster. 

A majority of the panel found 
Interior Minister Charles-Ferdinand 
Notbomb to be politically responsi- 
ble for the security failures. The 
opposition Socialists have put a mo- 
tion of no confidence in him. just five 
months before a general election. 

Political sources said Nothomb 
could be forced out since govern- 
ment parliamentarians have joined 
the left in criticizing a minister seen 
as aloof and ineffectual, and may use 
a free vote to unseat him. 

Nothomb. 49. one of four deputy 
premiers in Prime Minister Witfried 
Martens' finely-balanced four-party 
coalition, has rejected blame for the 
tragedy and insinuated that if he 
falls, the government may fall with 


him: 

Political sources said Martens bad 
not rushed to defend his embattled 
deputy and speculated that be may 
wish to sacrifice the minister if the 
government’s survival is assured. 

Newspapers have started naming 
possible successors to Nothomb. a 
francophone member of the Social 
Christians. 

But none of the ruling centre-right 
parties seems to want early elections 
so the threat of a crisis may save him. 

Press reports say most deputies in 
the right-wing liberal coalition par- 
ties will endorse the committee's 
report, including the passages criti- 
cizing Nothomb, but that would not 
necessarily force him to resign. 

Nothomb has said adequate secur- 
ity precautions were taken for the 
May 29 Liverpool-Juventus match 
and he cannot be blamed for failing 
to coordinate forces that are not all 
under his control or for tactical 
errors by security chiefs on the spot. 

One damaging finding in the re- 
port is that Nothomb's closest aides 
colluded with commanders of the 
paramilitary gendarmerie after the 
disaster in a cover-up to mislead the 
committee about when an emergen- 
cy command was set up. 


Kuwait panel: Cut off aid 
toPLO, Syria and Jordan 


KUWAIT (Reuter). - A key com- 
mittee of Kuwait’s National Assem- 
bly has urged the government to halt 
aid given to ^frontline** states 
bordering Israel under a 1978 Arab 
-summit accord, assembly sources 
said yesterday. 

Kuwait. Saudi Arabia and five 
other oil-producing states pledged at 
the Baghdad summit to pay $50 
billion to Syria, Jordan and the PLO 
over 10 years. 

Egypt was excluded because of the 
Camp David peace accord negoti- 
ated with Israel the same year. 

The Kuwait government had ear- 
marked $340 million for Syria, Jor- 
dan and the PLO in the 1985/86 fiscal 


year which started July 1 , the same 
as the past year.

The sources gave no reason for the 
proposal, but it follows recent calls 
by other influential deputies, includ- 
ing the assembly speaker Ahmed 
Sadon, to drop the so-called "stead- 
fastness" aid. 


The recommendation, contained 
in a report to the cabinet, is expected 
to be put to a vote next week in a 
closed session of the Assembly, the 
only elected Gulf Arab parliament. 


Kampuchean peace plan seems doomed 


KUALA LUMPUR (Reuter). - 
Southeast Asia's drive to forge a 
peace plan for Kampuchea was in 
tatters last night after the U.S. and 
Japan backed away and Hanoi and 
Phnom Penh heaped scorn on ideas 
for a settlement. 

U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz, who had already voiced re- 
servations about the plan, stopped 
short of endorsing its key proposal - 
indirect talks between Vietnam and 
Kampuchean guerrillas who have 
waged a six-year war to topple 'the 


Hanoi-backed Phnom Penh govern- 
ment. 


Western delegations attending a 
ministerial conference of the Asso- 
ciation of Southeast Asian Nations 
(Asean) said the plan, centrepiece of 
the talks, was now a non-starter. 


Only the Kampuchean guerrillas, 
badly mauled by Vietnamese forces 
in a dry-season border thrust on 
guerrilla strongholds last year, were 
staunch supporters of the Asean 
proposals.

The sources did not give evidence 
of previous illegal procurement of 
uranium by Israel but said such sup- 
plies had long been presumed. 

As Israel is not a signatory to the 
non-proliferation treaty, it cannot 
openly obtain weapons-grade mate- 
rial although it does obtain some 
nuclear material for its peaceful nuc- 
lear programmes covered by IAEA 
rules. 

It could not go ahead with its 
presumed nuclear weapons prog- 
ramme without access to such sup- 
plies, they added.

TEL AVIV. - “An open-ended 
general strike next week would be a , 
disaster for the 12th Maccabiah," 
organizing committee chairman 
Michael Kevehazi told The Jeru- 
salem Post yesterday. The games are 
due to open on Monday and con- 
tinue until July 25. 

"A strike would create unlimited 
major problems for us, but we would 
continue to do the best we can and 
save what we. can. But even if an 
emergency effort would salvage 
something, a strike would ruin the 
whole atmosphere of the Macca- 
biah. he admitted gloomily.

All games will be played at the 
newly-refurbished Sportek field 
alongside the Yarkon river in Tel 
Aviv. 


Fifa eases ban on 
English soccer clubs 


LONDON (Reuter). - English soc- 
cer officials have expressed relief at a 
derision by the International Foot- 
ball Federation (Fifa) to relax a ban 
against English clubs playing abroad 
after the Brussels riot in May. 

Chairman Bert MilHchip said he 
was "thrilled to bits” by the Fifa 
decision taken in Zurich late on 
Wednesday night which allows En- 
glish professional clubs to compete 
outside Europe. 

Fife had originally banned all En- 
glish dubs from playing abroad after 
fighting between British and Italian 
fens before- therilveipool-Javenras 
European Cup -find 
Thirty-eight people .mostly Italians, 
were crushed and trampled to death 
when a wall collapsed and the British 
fans were justly blamed for the riot. 

Mfllichip said the FA, the gov- 
erning body of the sport in England, 
agreed with Fife that the suspension 
of English clubs from European 
competitions should remain in force. 


He said: “Wherever we play on the 
continent we are followed by this 
gang of hooligans. We need to sit 
down and say “What are we going to 
do to put our house in order?” 

Uefa banned English teams from 
competing in its three dub competi- 
tions for 10 years -and Liverpool for 
a further three years. That ban will 
remdin but the statement from Fifa 
will allow dubs to play lucrative 
matches in other parts of die world. 

FA secretary Ted Croker wel- 
comed the move but said: “I'm still a 
little disappointed that the ban on 
1 friendly matches throughout Europe

- Eng- 
land captain David Gower elegantly 
scored an unbeaten 107 to put his 
team firmly in the ascendancy on the 
opening day of the third cricket Test 
against Australia at Trent Bridge 
yesterday. 


Gower, supported by a diligent 70 
from opener Graham Gooch and a 
typically pugnacious 53 not out by 
Mike Gatting, lifted England to a 
dominant 279 for two at the dose. 


England effectively took advan- 
tage of a bland pitch after Gower 
won the toss and inflicted a day of 
toil on the Aussies, who again played 
only four bowlers and suffered from 
an indifferent performance by pace- 
man Craig McDermott. 


VTLLARD-DE-LANS (Reuter). - 
Belgian Eric Vanderaerden won the 
13th stage of the Tour de France 
yesterday, beating tour leader Ber- 
nard Hinault into second place by 
more than a minute.

■Efal; but it was not his first contact 
with this country. In the 1930s he 
•.spent several months on a kibbutz, 

■ and in 1957 he came to investigate 
.-the methods that had been used by 
.the Hagana in secret military pro- 
duction during the period of the 
British Mandate. 

He was conducting an inquiry for 
the U.S. government on the feasibi- 
,Bty of a disarmament inspection prog- 
■„ramme, and was given “a two-week 
crash-course on the secret militar y 
organization and the industrial pro- 
duction system that supported it” by 
‘former Mossad chief Meir Amit and 
; ; other Israeli experts. 

Since then, he has become con- 
cerned with what he calls “the social 
-cost" of the military economy of the 
‘U.S., which is far greater than the 
'^military budget, vast though that is." 
' In his view, the lessons-he has learnt- 
can certainly be applied to Israel. 

A MILITARY economy, Melman 
. explains, is a trap, because tt becom- 
es “the government’s very own eco- 
nomy." It is directed by cabinet 1 
ministers and senior officials, who 
then become the servants of that 
economy. This is true in the U.S. and 
the Soviet Union - and in Israel. 

The Soviet Union is confident that 


,HOW BIG is the wage cut imposed

IT Why should workers suffer even 
that smaller loss? Professor Michael 
Bruno of the Hebrew University,

Since 1980, he said, 
productivity per worker has dropped 
by 1 per cent, while real wages per 
worker have gone up by 16 per cent.

its centralized planning will permit it 
to convert its military economy to a 
civ ilian one, when the time comes;

tor, workers will be fired in the 
production sector instead." 

Yet it is hard to put on the streets 
persons who have toiled in a govern- 
ment department for years. Is it not 
possible to let the staff-reduction 
programme take place through natu- 
ral wastage? People reach the age of 
retirement and leave anyway. Why 
replace them? 

Dudai agrees that this could help 
to solve the problem, but only in 
part. The wastage process is too 
slow; budgetary economies are 
needed right away. 

On the other hand, early retire- 
ment is encouraged. Any civil ser- 
vant volunteering to be fired will be 
granted all his pens on rights on the 
spot, and that includes a foil pension 
if he has worked for 35 years. Nor- 
mally, anyone who resigns has to 
wait till the age of retirement before 
drawing his old-age benefit. Under 
present conditions, any volunteer 
for “dismissal" will be treated like a 
dismiss ed person, and will be enti- 
tled to draw his pension the moment 
he walks out. 

The offer is attractive for a person 
in his mid-fifties. If he has completed 
his 35 years of monthly contribu- 
tions, he gains nothing by staying on. 
If he leaves, his pension is 70 per cent 
of his last wage (excluding car and 
other allowances); but to make up 
for that, it is partially tax-exempt. 

What of the government’s deci- 
sion to tax pensions? Dudai: “It only 
affects national insurance, which the 
departing individual won’t get until 
be is 65 anyway. Up to now, national 
insurance was completely tax- 
exempt. Henceforth, it will be par- 
tially tax-exempt like the contractual 
pension." 

'Iii short, anyone with full pension 
rights who retires ahead of time and 
takes a job in the private sector will 
be better off financially than if he 
stays put in the civil service. 



to other than military methods for 
solving political problems." 

MELMAN HAS no patience with 
the idea that military industries pro- 
duce technological “spin-offs" that 
benefit the civilian economy. The 
reverse is true, he declares. 

Apart from the actual military 
budget, a society pays for its military 
industry in a number of ways. It 
forgoes the goods and services pro- 
duced for the army, that would 
otherwise have entered the civilian 
economy. It also loses the potential 
of new means of production, which

Most important of all. a whole 
body of engineers and administra- 
tors is trained in extravagant 
methods of production. As the gov- 
ernment pays, there is no motivation 
to cut costs, and military industries 
'employ sophisticated technical per- 
sonnel “with a large hand." 

The average civilian industry em- 
ploys one engineer for every 10 pro- 
duction workers. The B-l bomber 
factory in the U.S. employs an en- 
gineer for every production worker; 
in the Israel Aircraft Industries, the 
ratio is one engineer per two produc- 


tion workers. In a civilian industry, 
such a ratio would lead straight to 
bankruptcy, says Melman. 

FIVE YEARS ago, he conducted an 
investigation for the United Nations 
on the problem of “economic con- 
version" from military to civilian 
industries. So for. only one nation 
has taken up the challenge and pro- 
duced a plan: Sweden, which pub- 
lished its programme last year. 

In the U.S. there is a bill before 
Congress, called House of Repre- 
sentatives 229, setting out a blue- 
print for economic conversion. Mel- 



man strongly urges that something 
similar be prepared in Israel, "so 
that if peace becomes a political 
option, an economic plan is ready." 

The draft bill requires every 
military-serving factory, laboratory 
and base to establish an Alternative 
Use Committee to plan for conver- 
sion to civilian production. The com- 
mittee should include representa- 
tives of both management and 
labour. Other measures in the bill 
provide for income support during 
the period of changeover, relocation 
of personnel, retraining, and invest- 
ment programmes. 

Conversion cannot' be carried out 
“at the drop of a hat:” It is a highly 
complex process. A period of at least 
two years is envisaged for the 
changeover of a firm employing 
1,000 or more, and many of Israel’s 
military industries fall into this 
category. j 

A company has to select its new 
product - and that means a thorough 
costing of all alternatives. It will 
probably have to change its means of 
production and its layout of equip- 
ment: it may have to find new 
sources of raw materials. Above all. 
there is the problem of relocating 
personnel: there is ho way that a 
civilian, profit-oriented company 
will be able to employ engineers in 
the same ratio as a military industry. 

In Melman’s judgement, it would 
be a progressive step for the Israeli 
government and economy to start 
preparing such a contingency plan. It 
would be relatively cheap, and it is 
essential for the solution of the coun- 
try’s political and economic prob- 
lems. 

Politics and economics are very 
often two sides of the same coin, he 
suggests. Last year, he visited Mos- 
cow for the first U.S.-Soviet sympo- 
sium on conversion from military to 
civilian industry, which he helped to 
organize. He recalls that Soviet offi- 
cials told him (in a most un-Marxist 
fashion): “Fist we'll have .to reach a 
political agreement: then we'll talk 
about economic conversion." 


adopted on July 1, each ministry 
decides who shall be fired and how 
jobs shall be redistributed within the 
ministry to ensure that the work 
continues to be done. If older per- 
sons leave on their own account, that 
helps; but according to the sources 
consulted, most of the people ren- 
dered surplus will be retired against 
their will. j 

The unions are fighting against 
this drastic policy: Their best bar- 
gaining ploy is surely to withdraw 
their opposition to labour mobility. 
If, just for the period of this staff- 
reduction: . programme , the author- 
ities are allowed, as. the official edict 
prescribes, to transfer ministry staff 
at their will, and ; if they are even 
permitted to go further, and transfer 
personnel from one ministry to 
another - they should be able to 
dispense with the recruitment of new 
labour, and thus reduce the number 
of dismissals necessary. 

All staff-freeze and staff- 
reduction prograpimes adopted in 
the past have failed because essential 
jobs had to be filled through new 
recruitment, owing to the lack of 
labour mobility within the service. 
Here is a way oiut of the present 
dilemma. The unions can save peo- 
ple from dismissal by the relatively 
mild concession of allowing manage- 
ment - if only temporarily - proper 
authority in job allocation. 


IN GOVERNMENT departments, 
a rule already applies that for every 
two persons who resign only one new 
recruit may be engaged. Why one? 
Why not none? Because, says 
Dudai, some officials leaving the 
service have to be replaced. Not 
every post vacated by chance can be 
eliminated. 

Not content with that answer, I 
consulted other sources. Why can- 
not vacancies be filled from within 
the service? Because, they say, the 
unions won’t countenance the trans- 
fer of civil servants from one post to 
another against their will. They must 
agree first. In other words, a tender 
has to be published. If they apply 
they can be considered. If they 
don’t, they must be left where they 
are. 

An old Hebrew saw, “You grab 
too much, you've got nothing," ap- 
plies here. The over-solicitous union 
tries to make life easier for its mem- 
bers by opposing labour mobility, 
and ends up by making life harder 
for them because, for lack of mobil- 
ity, they find themselves facing dis- 
missal. 

Under the emergency regulations 
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SOME QUESTIONS sire currently 
begging in the corridors of power: If, 
as his media-wallahs claim. Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres put country 
before party with his emergency eco-' 
nomic measures, why then did he not 
push them before the Histadnrt elec- 
tions? 

Was it because both Peres and his 
off-and-on ally. Finance Minister 
Yitzhak Moda'i sought to have a 
much stronger Yisrad Kessar in the 
topHistadrutjob? 

And having originally unleashed 
the powerful works committees, led 
by Israel Electric Corporation union 
boss Yoram Oberkovitch, will Kes- 
sar now find himself riding a tiger 
rather than a loyal steed? 

Has Peres gone too far out on the 
emergency decree limb, loosening 
the cork on the bottle of anti- 
democratic rule? 

Does Peres need a hard-won vaca- 
tion to rest his frayed nerves? How 
else can one explain his round of 
media-bashing that was vintage 
Menachera Begin? 

Why did Peres not overrule Mod- 
a'i’s objections to take the tax divi- 
sion and set up our own independent 
Inland Revenue Service (IRS) with 
U.S.-style sanctions? And why did 
he so quickly shrug off the proposal 
by Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
to have such an Israeli IRS run by 
Minister-without-Portfolio Moshe 
Arens? 

Or perhaps we could borrow from 
Denmark its Jewish Minister of 
Taxation. Excise and Customs, Prof. 
Isi Foighel (who has- a married 
daughter here and a sabra grand- 
child). He's been shaking up 
Copenhagen with his plans to reduce 
income tax. 

Incidentally, the Treasury this 
week released a copy of Moda'i's 
monthly paycheque - his take-home 
pay: IS 887 .209, or S580. That's ex- 
cluding his various ministerial perks. 
No wonder his wife Michal has to go 
out to work as World Wizo chair- 


ALL DECENT men and women 
abhor terrorism. In the word ‘terror- 
ism* I do not include guerrilla actions 
against strictly military targets. I 
have in mind the murder, maiming, 
kidnapping or taking as hostages of 
non-involved men. women and chil- 
dren. in the hope of achieving some 
political ends. Even when one may 
sympathize with the cause ot the 
terrorists, their methods are an 
affront to all the moral values cher- 
ished by mankind since we first 
learn zd to distinguish good from 
evil. 

Nothing can condone or extenuate 
the use of terrorist means, even if the 
perpetrators come from the best, the 
most patriotic, and the most idealis- 
tic layer of society. Anybody ex- 
pressing the slightest vestige of sym- 
pathy for. or understanding of the 
terrorist becomes stained with the 
evil: terrorism is an affront to the 
soul. 

On Sunday and Monday nights, 
strikes permitting. Israel Television 
will show us a two-part documentary 
called Terror !. in which we are 
shown the dark face of terrorism 
with the care and precision of a 
portrait painted by Rembrandt. To 
vary the analogy, perhaps I should 
say that the anatomy of terrorism is 
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VICE PREMIER and Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir and Depu- 
ty Premier David Levy are doing 
their best to distance themselves 
from the skeleton election machin- 
ery set up by theiT two-party lieute- 
nants, respectively Deputy Foreign 
Minister and Likud information 
head Ronnie Milo and Knesset 
House Committee chairman and 
Herat organization chief Michael 
Reiser, along with another Levy 
henchman, ex-MK Michael Kleiner. 

SHAMIR TOOK a nasty 
jab at his rotation partner in an 
interview with Figaro magazine 
when he said that “Shimon Peres 
agrees with our tough line, but he 
tends to lose some of his militancy 
whenever he meets his comrades 
from the Socialist International - 
Willy Brandt. French President 
Francois Mitterrand and Spanish 
Premier Felipe Gonzales.’* 

When I asked Peres’ people to 
comment, they sniffed: “He doesn’t 
require a kashrul certificate from 
Shamir.” 

But they didn't say when Gonzales 
would deliver on his longstanding 
commitment to Peres to put rela- 
tions between Madrid and Jerusalem 
on a proper footing. 

INCIDENTALLY, Labour Party 
Secretary-General Uzi Baram told 
me of the warm welcome be received 
during his recent meeting at the 
Elysee Palace with Mitterrand, who 
dwelt on his dose friendship with 
Peres. 

He also met French Premier Lau- 
rent Fabius and Sodalist Party 
secretary Lionel Jospan. PCs French 
hosts promised to take up the mat- 
ter of relations with Gonzales and 
to strive to protect Israel's farm 
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export interests after the entry of 
Spain and Portugal to the European 
Community. When they urged more 
action on the Taba front, Baram 
advised them that Peres and other 
Labour ministers will be too in- 
volved in economic matters to be 
able to focus on political affairs. 

The Labour Party chief was also in 
Bonn, where be met former Chan- 
cellor Brandt, just back from meet- 
ing Soviet Communist leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev in Moscow. Gor- . 
bachev advised him that the renewal ' 
of diplomatic relations with Israel 
would come after the calling of an 
international conference on the Mid- 
dle East. 

Brandt quoted Gorbachev as 
saying: “We do recognize Israel and 


we tell this to our Arab friends.” 
When Brandt urged more leniency 
in allowing Soviet Jews to go to 
Israel, Gorbachev made no com- 
ment but accepted the list of refuse- 
niks submitted by Brandt. 

The former chancellor compared 
the new Soviet leader's tone to the 
abusive reaction of the late Leonid 
Brezhnev on the subject of refuse- 
niks. who asked nastily: “Whom do 
you speak for? West German social- 
ists or international Jewry?" 

TIMES HAVE CHANGED since 
.Deputy Premier Levy headed the 
Herat kibbutz-bashing campaign. 
Wh en I saw him this week , he proud- 
ly showed me the framed address of 
welcome from “The Kibbutz Com- 


monwealth" in the Jordan Valley 
during Us recent visit there. 

He has been invited to explain his 
opposition to the government's eco- 
nomic policy at Kibbutz Ein Gev 
tomorrow night. 

THE PRO-KESSAR resolution 
adopted by last weekend’s first con- 
vention of the United Kibbutz 
Movement was. I'm told, a function 
of the broigez between UKM co- 
secretary Yosef Perlmntter and 
Peres after Perlmutter’s bid to be- 
come peace-maker between the PM 
and Kessar was cold shouldered by 
Peres. 

The militant tone of die UKM 
motion had no impact on kibbutz 
industries; none of them joined in 
the general strike called by Kessar. 

While the UKM adopted a call for 
a commission of inquiry into the 
Lebanon war. its leadership swept 
under the carpet its own financial 
mismanagement with co -secretary 
EH Zamir brushing off criticism by 
declaring: “We elected office- 
holders to bear no responsibility for 
what our functionaries do.” 

Significantly, tough-speaking Sen- 
ta Josephtal, who led the inquiry 
commission into the squandering of 
tens of millions of dollars, did not 
speak at the convention, which was 
held at Givat Haim. 

ITS GOOD to know that our busy 
premier can get away from his office 
and mingle with the masses, as be did 
at the opening of the Tiberias Festiv- 
al. where Mayor Yigal BIbi confer- 
red the Freedom of the City’on him. 
Our poetry-loving PM regretted that 
his prose contribution did not make 
the contest for the festival hymn. 


An affront to the soul 


dissected for us. 

It is not often that I am in a 
position to preview a worthwhile 
coming production, but I saw Ter- 
ror! some weeks ago, and I advise all 
viewers to cancel their professional, 
social, bridge, rummy, sporting 
amorous or other appointments for 
those two nights to see this extraor- 
dinary film. It explodes like a hand- 
grenade thrown in a supermarket. 

The documentary was made by 
Kosney Productions of Israel, in 
association with Channel 4 (UK). 
2DF (West Germany), Global TV 
(Canada), Jaffa (Japan) and Sound- 
craft Network (UK). 

The TWA horror. President 
Reagan’s condemnation of the gov- 
ernments supporting terror, and the 
end of the trial of the Jewish terror- 
ises make the programme particular- 
ly timely. But, of course, I am afraid 
that it will always be relevant to 
some atrocity committed some- 
where. 

IN THE FIRST part, which I found 
the more interesting, we see the 
terrorist in action. The second analy- 
zes the reactions of governments to 
this modern scourge. 

Scott of the Antarctic explained 
his ambition to be the first man to 
reach the South Pole as being due to 
his passion to go where no man had 
ever trod before. Somehow or other, 
producer Elaine Davenport and 
director Stephen Segaller managed 
to get to places where no film crews 
had ever been, and to interview 
terrorists whose faces had never 
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been seen on a television screen. It 
was an extraordinary accomplish- 
ment. 

Among the most dramatic inter- 
views is one with Willi Voss, the 
German member of Black Septem- 
ber who carried to Paris the order 
passed on to the murder gang in 
Munich in 1972, 'Go ahead with the 
plan!' 

Voss looks like a ‘nice’ German: 
he is not a large-framed, blond, 
blue-eyed Siegfried, but is short, 
plump, merry and bespectacled. 
One can imagine him as a seller of 
sausages or a drinker of beer in an 
open-air Munich tavern. Of course, 
many Nazis looked exactly like that. 

He began his career as a member 
of a neo-Nazi group, but then swung 
over to the extreme left, and joined 
Black September. He has many kill- 
ings to his 'credit. ' Now he is living in 
retirement with a girlfriend, presum- 
ably on a pension paid by Gaddafi. 

Then there is PLO intelligence 
chief Abu Iyad, who apparently 
leapt at the chance to gain some 
limelight for himself and the cause of 
the Palestinians. In fact, one real- 
izes. at first with surprise, that all the 
terrorists interviewed carry on like 
the little boys 'who jump up and 
down, waving their arms, whenever 
a television crew is in the vicinity, 
shouting ‘Photograph me! Photo- 
graph me!' On second thoughts, we 
understand why they agree to be 
questioned: they feel a need to jus- 
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tify themselves to the world, perhaps 
even more to themselves. 

The segments of film I found most 
amazing of all are those dealing with 
the Asala, the Armenian Secret 
Army, which is shaking Armenian 
communities around the world. Two 
eager Armenians who were Inter- 
viewed for the documentary were 
subsequently shot by their own com- 
rades as traitors: we are shown a 
terrible, murky film of the execu- 
tion, given by the assassins to the 
producers of Terror] The producers 
got permission from the Turkish 
Government to film inside a Turkish 
prison, something that has never 
been done before. 

Black September, Hezbollah, the 
IRA, the Red Brigades, Fatah, 
ETA. the Japanese Red Army, Pri- 
ma T i n ea - it is a many-headed 
monster that we meet. Yet there are 
many beads that the film does not 
reach - terrorists.in Latin America, 
Africa and numerous Asian coun- 
tries. A sequel seems to be called 
for. The evil is world embracing. 

IN THE SECOND part, we see how 
some governments support terrorist 
groups in the West, while some, 
particularly France and Italy, try 
pusillanunously to buy immunity at 
the expense of other countries by 
making secret deals with terrorist 
groups. The latter governments will 
do anything to persuade the croco- 
dile to eat the other fellow first. 

Other rarities are interviews with 
defectors from the Soviet Union’s 
GRU and KGB , who explain why 
and bow the Soviets back terrorists. 
The price is right: such support re- 
quires little more of an investment 
than providing weapons and train- 
ing. Money comes from 'idealists’ 
inspired by the cause or from Arab 
leaders like Gaddafi. An economist 
would conclude that backing terror 
is very cost-effective for the Soviets. 

One justification proffered by 
apologists for terrorism is that it is no 
different from the bombing of civi- 
lians in war. It is claimed that terror- 
ism is the poor man's equivalent of a 
bomber: just as everybody needs 
wheels, but very few can afford a 
Rolls and have to be satisfied with a 
Subaru, so ‘freedom fighters' have to 
resort to grenades, Kalachnikovs 
and hijacks. But I see no analogy 
between the bombing of Hamburg 
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and the trilling of the Israeli athletes 
or the slaying of Arab students in a 
schoolyard. 

Does terrorism ever achieve its 
objectives? Does the end justify the 
means? I can think of no case where 
a national cause was achieved by 
terror, although there may be sur- 
renders to immediate demands for 
concessions that are of no great 
importance in the overall picture. 

At the end of the two films, a 
discussion programme will be hosted- 
by Ehud Ya’aii. at which all the 
issues involved will presumably be 
elucidated for us with great clarity. I 
am looking forward to enlighten- 
ment. 

MY HEART bleeds for the mem- 
bers of the ITV Sports Department, 
who did their valiant best to provide 
us with a substantial slice of Wimble- 
don, but who were unable to give us 
more than a fraction of the Tourna- 
ment. As usual, they were as com- 
prehensively outplayed by Jordan as 
Kevin Curran was by Boris Becker.

Apart from the Gullikson snafu, 
poor Kiviti had other troubles - by 
5.30 p.m. on Friday, he had to 
abandon the screen to others, non- 
tennis players, while Jordan went on 
calmly delivering the goods. By the 
time be was back, around midnight, 
he was stale news. 

On Saturday afternoon, when the 
women’s singles were played, he was 
a non-starter.

It’s like living in your own village. 
You look out of a room with a 
skylight and see a dome over the 
next room.

His current projects range from a 
clinic for schizophrenic .adolescents 
at the Yale, medical School to a 
luxury housing project for the weal- 
thy of Dallas.-He clearly is more 
interested in the former. 

"My Jewish liberal background 
points’ me towards programmes that 
are social oriented." Older adoles- 
cent schizophrenics, he notes, are 
frightened bv the unconventional - 
’’exposed ducts in the ceiling 
threaten them." 

A famous clinic in Chicago, he 
notes, was made plush and home- 
like. with antiques adding to the 
atmosphere, an approach be regards 
as schmaltzy. “In China, they treat 
schizophrenics in barracks and it 
works because they bring the parents 
to live with them ." 

Gehr is intrigued by finding a 
solution involving an architectural 
dissonance that will provoke but not 
frighten. 

Gehr, who is making his second 
visit here, does not think much of 
Israeli architecture: "It is clear to me 
that if a kid in Israel wants to be a 
violinist he gets a lot of encourage- 
ment. But if be wants- to be an 
architect. I'm not so sure. Maybe it's 
because Israel is a society fighting for 
its survival and has no time for such 
things. But good architecture has to 
be nurtured, it has to become a 
value."

Countless cease-fires

MINUTES AFTER warring militia- 
men stowed away their guns after a 
six-hour battle in West Beirut’s 
downtown business centre, shop 
o^ere_and_residents emerged with 
brooms to sweep up glass and debris.-;- 

“It’s become as routine as clean- 
ing up a house after a Saturday night 
party,” shrugged a young woman as, 
nearby, men changed tires and fitted 
new windscreens on scores of cars 
peppered by bullets and shrapnel. 

As the echo of rocket-propelled 
grenade explosions and automatic 
weapons fire died down, ambulances 
were rushing casualties to hospital, 
joint militia patrols were on the 
streets supervising the latest in 
countless ceasefires, and the 
garbage-littered streets were once 
more thronged with shoppers, office 
workers and children at play. 

At least 10 people were killed in 
this gun battle, another statistical 
addition to tbe 100,000 recorded 
dead in a decade of civil war and 
sectarian strife. 

The clean-up after street clashes 
or long-range artillery duels has be- 
come a daily ritual in Beirut, but 
mostly in West Beirut, where two 
militias - the Amal and tbe Progres- 
sive Socialist Party of Druse leader 
Wa lid Jumblatt - battle for control 

APART FROM the fighting, in 
which civilians are the main casual- 
ties. other dangers abound in West 
Beirut, most of whose restaurants. 


casinos, dubs and tourist hotels long 
ago became victims of the war. 

Bombers dynamite shops whose 
owners refuse to pay protection 
money; bandit? posing as militiamen 
Hold up- banks, payroll vansiand 
people brave enough to walk alone 
at night; overzealous Moslem gun- 
men harass corner store managers 
who openly sell liquor in violation of 
fundamentalist Islamic Law. 

By contrast, on the far fringe of 
mainly Christian East Beirut, cou- 
ples- stroll along tree-shaded ave- 
nues; families crowd sidewalk cafes: 
night-clubs featuring disco and belly 
dancers throb until die early hours of 
the morning. 

Here, one militia - the Christian 
Lebanese Forces -patrols the streets 
unchallenged, frut closer to the 5-km 
“green line,” East Beirutis share the 
same dangers as tbeir West Beirut 
neighbours in the face of almost 
daily artillery feuds between Mos- 
lem and Christian militias. 

Tbe ruins of apartment blocks, the 
sandbag ramparts offering flimsy 
protection for businesses and homes 
against 122-mm mortars and high- 
explosive rockets, and the rumble of 
tanks and armoured personnel car- 
riers through the streets are grim 
reminders of tbe conflict. 

THE BATTLES across the line 
usually erupt at night and taper off to 
sporadic exchanges during the day. 
In the morning, children go to 


school, men to their jobs and women 
to shops and markets. 

■■Sometimes we can’t sleep if there 
was no shooting at night,” said 
Therese, a 30-year-old housewife; 

‘ Gving on the green line.— We r re so' 
used to it.” 

People get shot at crossing the 
“green-line” no-man’s-land. and 
some are killed by snipers. But when 
the guns are silent the one crossing 
point that is sometimes open is jam- 
med with pedestrians. 

One recent casualty was a woman 
canying a basket of freshly baked 
bread from the east to relatives in the 
west. She was shot and wounded in 
the shoulder. 

Cars, driving at breakneck speeds, 
are occasionally hit by sniper fire as 
drivers ignore risks to visit business 
contacts, friends and family on 
eitber side of the capital. 

Amid this chaos and contusion, 
both Christians and Moslems alike 
have been seduced by a rash of 
war-related fashions and toys. 

Popular lines are camouflage 
slacks, shorts and t-shirts; high- 
quality leather pistol holsters and 
magazine clips holders; toy machine- 
guns and tanks. 

In the streets, children not yet at 
school play a game called Check- 
Point, aping the various miGtias who 
man roadblocks of barbed wire coils. 

When they grow up, they invari-. 
ably say. they want to be militiamen.

REAL LIFE DRAMA

THE BRIEF kidnapping of a 
Lebanese actor starring in a con- 
troversial political comedy has en- 
raged Christian militia chiefs and 
heightened tension over President 
Amin Jemayel’s role as leader of the 
Christian community. 

Simmering hostility between the 
powerful Lebanese Forces militia 
and politicians close to Jemayel 
burst into the open at the weekend 
when actor Elias EGas disappeared, 
hours before he was due onstage in 
Amrak Sidna (At Your Command, 
Sir), 

An anonymous caller told the 
actor’s family that he would not be 
freed until the play - about a corrupt 
politician - was cancelled, sources in 
Christian East Beirut said. 

Elias, bundled into the boot of a 
car by unitlentified gunmen on Fri- 
day. was handed over to police in 
East Beirut and interrogated by a 
magistrate before being freed 
yesterday. 

The actor's release came after the 
Lebanese Forces issues a strongly- 
worded statement accusing “official 
services” of trying to suppress free 
speech by kidnapping Elias just be- 
fore opening night on Friday. 

“This deplorable act dearly shows 
the frailty, fear, confusion, ignor- 
ance and'lack of confidence behind 
these reactionary measures.. .by the 
administration,” it said. 

There has- been tension in the 
Christian community since militia 
hardliner rebelled in March against 
Jemayel’s political reliance on Syria.

with party grassroots. 

Despite the apparent collapse of 
the revolt, political sources in East 
Beirut say militia chiefs are deter- 
mined to oust pro-Jemayel leaders 
from the Phalange, the dominant 
Christian party. 

MILITANT militia leaders were 
among Friday's audience for Amrak 
Sidna,- which tells the story of a 
politician who cannot face his consti- 
tuents 1 when he fails to fulfil his 
promises - an accusation the mili- 
tants have levelled at Jemayel . 


“I am the king of liars,” was one 
Une quoted by a source. 

Author Antoine Kerbage made a 
dramatic appearance onstage to ex- 
plain the play's cancellation until 
further notice because of the dis- 
appearance of Elias, who plays the 
politician. 

One passage that East Beirutis 
said made the play controversial, 
taken to be a reference to Jemayel’s 
first name, quotes the Lord’s Prayer, 
which ends with the words "and 
deliver us from evil... Amen" - in 
Arabic, Amin. 

However, according to Kerbage's 
wife. Laure Gborayeb, "The ploy is 
not directed at any one politician, 
and is not even set in the Lebanon of 
1985. There are no contemporary 
references." 

The Phalange party newspaper, 
al-Amal, said the play was revived to 
provide an "arena for the conflict 
over who rules the (Christian) east- 
ern areas (of Beirut).” 

It said a “dirty war” was under 
way between rival Christian forces. 
“Tlie state of Christians is not much 
different from that of Moslems. We 
are all tribes fighting over the rem- 
nants of a nation.” 

In a rare public statement. Pha- 
lange party security police chief Dib 
Anastas condemned groups who 
criticized "explicitly and implicitly 
the higher political and party author- 
ities. Developments have shown 
they are opportunists who hunt in 
troubled waters," he said. 









SHERLOCK HOLMES is starring 
this summer in a new course for 
eighth-grade rs-and-up at the British 
Council’s English Language Centre 
in Tel Aviv. 

He’s in a TV series produced by 
Longmans and Polish television, and 
is supposed to be a mere instrument 
for investigating the mysteries of the 
English language. He can be frozen, 
fast-forwarded or made to walk 
backwards on the screen by remote 
control, so that prepositions can be 
exercised and clothing discussed and 
dialogue repeated. 

But, having seen a brief exerpt. I 
think it would take amazing self- 
control on the part of teachers and 
classes to interrupt the action for 
didactic purposes and not just sit, 
transfixed by the perfect crime, 
forgetting the perfect tenses. 

Jack Schuldenfrei, director of the 
language centre and demonstrator of 
the Holmes approach; assured me 
[hat his teachers are highly qualified, 
extremely devoted and well-paid to 
boot, so perhaps they will resist the 
temptation. Besides, they already 
know how the plots turn out. 

Video is just one of the materials 
employed in the British Council’s 
eclectic language teaching program- 
me, which relies heavily on group 
dynamics to teach primarily oral 
communication in situations as au- 
thentic as possible. 

The programme opened in Tel 
Aviv last January, and until this 
summer was designed for adults age 
17 and over. The Sherlock Holmes 
course is the first in Tel Aviv for 
high-school students - an intensive 
five-week project which begins on 
July 22.

THE 12th Maccabiah will be the 
ninth in which Teddy Kaplan has 
taken part. The former South Afri- 
can weight-lifting champion and 
Maccabiah silver and bronze medal- 
list has not only broken Israel's pen- 
tathlon records but also shattered 
age stereotypes. 

Lately he has achieved good per- 
formances in international masters’ 
or veterans' games, and at SO is 
certainly fit enough to compete- as a 
weight-lifter in the 12th Maccabiah. 

Father of five and grandfather of 
one. Kaplan maintains bis sporting 
prowess by observing an almost 
religiously-disciplined personal reg- 
ime of diet and daily exercises. He 
rejects the widely-accepted tenet 
that youth rather than ejqperietice is 
the key to athletic success. 

While Israel is not exactly a sports- 
minded society, Kaplan would stand 
out even in the U.S., Britain or his 
native South Africa. 

His parents immigrated there 
from Riga, and their son began parti- 
cipating in sports at the age of six. At 
high school and at the University of 
Cape Town, Kaplan won honours as 
an all-round sportsman (boxing, rug- 
by and track). He became weight- 
lifting champion of Western Pro- 
vince and later of South Africa. 

After graduating with a bachelor 
of commerce degree and a chartered 
accountancy diploma, he joined 
Woolworth's chain store. But he 
interrupted his business career in 
1956. during the Sinai Campaign, to 
volunteer for the Israel Defence 
Forces, along with friends in Habo- 
nim and other Zionist youth move- 
ments. He served in the Paratroop 
Corps, and was given leave by his 
commander to compete in Israel's 
weight-lifting championship (win- 
ning a gold medal). This led him to 
wear Israel’s colours in the 5th Mac- 
cabiah Games, where he won a

Out of the Army, and with ad 
Israeli wife, he returned to South 
Africa, where bis company sent him 
to London for management training 
at Marks and Spencer. After he 
returned to Cape Town he continued 
with his athletic training, which put 
him in the South African contingent 
to the 6th Maccabiah Games in 1961 . 
Kaplan emerged with a silver medal 
in weight-lifting. 


OVER the next few years, he con- 
tinued to rake in medals, including 
the Champion of Champions Trophy 
of South Africa in 1964, when he was 
picked as No. 1 choice for the Tokyo 
Olympics. The culmination of an 
athlete’s dreams was dashed when 
South Africa was banned from these 
games. Kaplan received a certain 
measure of compensation at the 7th 
Maccabiah, coming away with 
another silver medal. 

In 1966 he was awarded Springbok 
colours, and competed in the world 
weight-lifting championships in East 
Berlin, placing 15th out of 25 contes- 
tants. In 1969 he made his fourth and 
last appearance for South Africa at 
the Sth Maccabiah, winning another 
silver medal. In 1970, he came on 
aliya with his wife Nava, and five 
children, making his home in Ramat 


Gan, but joining Tel Aviv Maccabi, 
which has remained his dub. 

The most traumatic experience of 
. his life cf fm P in 1972. In the trials for 
the Olympic Games in Munich, he 
was beaten by Yosef Romano, who. 
along with Kaplan’s training mate. 
Cleveland-born David Berger, and 
Ze’ev Friedman were picked to rep- 
resent Israel in weight-lifting. 

Kaplan decided to see the games. 
Making his way to Munich, he soon 
made contact with his three weight- 
lifting pals, who smuggled him into 
the Olympic Village. In retrospect, 
he shudders at the ease with which 
he got into the place. He even 
accepted their offer to stay with 
- them for some nights. 

By chance, on the night of the 
terrorist attack, he slept elsewhere. 
Kaplan still has nightmares about 
the murder of the 11 Israeli athletes, 
bis close friends, which he saw 
evolve as a helpless viewer of televi- 
sion. Every time he visits the U.S., 
Kaplan makes a private pilgrimage 
to the grave of David Berger in 
Cleveland. The photos of the dead 
athletes hang on the wall of the gym 
where Kaplan does his daily hours of 
training. 

In 1973, 1977 and 1981. Kaplan 
represented Israel at the 9th. 10th 
and 11th Maccabiah Games, win- 



ning silver and bronze medals in 
weight-lifting. In 1974 he wore 
Israel's colours at the Asian Games 
- m Tokyo. That year he qualified 
once more for the Masters of Sport 
title.' 

. . He then began to branch out into 
field sports, and, by 1977. estab- 
lished an Israeli record for the 40-44 
age group by doing the 100-metre 
sprint in 12 seconds. Three years 
later, he set another record for that 
distance -this time for the 45-49 age- 
group. He clocked in at 12.2 
seconds; and. in 1981, he broke 
another local record in the 200- 
' metre sprint - 24.40 seconds in file 
45-49 age group- which he did at the 
World Veteran Games in Christ- 
church, New Zealand. That same 
year Kaplan not only took part in the 
11th Maccabiah after winning a 
bronze medal in the Israeli weight- 
lifting championship, but also col- 
lected a gold medal in the South 
African Masters Weight-lifting 
Championship. ■

International harp contest 

Winning selections

GROUNDWORK for opening the 
language centre here - the 44th such 
centre run by the British Council 
offices all over the world - was done 
by Ian Seaton, the English language 
officer in Tel Aviv, during the last 
two years. 

Seaton, one of three staff mem- 
bers in charge of cultural, education- 
al and scientific projects in Israel, 
has worked closely with Rafael 
Gefen of -the English teaching de- 
partment ili the Education' Ministry - 
on English in the schools - including 
the new oral matriculation exam to 
be administered from 1986. 

For the Israel language centre, all 
staff have been recruited locally 
among native English speakers, Sea- 
ton points out. For some of us that 
brings the question of which English 
they speak, but Seaton says it does 
not really matter. 

"We applied linguists are not in- 
terested in prescribing a particular 
corpus of ‘correct’ usage,” he says. 
Rather, they describe. The teachers 
in the Tel Aviv centre come from 
Britain, Zimbabwe, Australia and, 
says Schuldenfrei, "we even have 
one American.” 

What counts for the students is 
being able to recognize other correct 
usages. Seaton would only worry if 
the varieties of English "set up di- 
alects which reduced the use of lan- 


guage for international communica- 
tion." 

Potential students who inquire ab- 
out “which" English is taught usual- 
ly prefer British usage, but Schul- 
denfrei says he recently got a phone 
call asking about the "accent.” 
When he replied that it was British, 
the caller slammed the phone down. 

Though some Israelis may have a 
penchant for .the Yankee bjjqjid,;j!he3 
British Council has had no trouble; 
? selfirig its programme. “We amici-> 
pared filling the centre in about three 
years,” says Schuldenfrei, who used 
to run his own language school in 
England before coming to Israel 
three years ago. “In fact, we filled it 
in three days.” 

The centre can accommodate be- 
tween 700 and 750 students at any 
one time, at about eight levels deter- 
mined by prior testing. Now the 
courses are in great demand, and he 
looks longingly out of his office win- 
dow in Hayarkon street at the hotel 
opposite. 

If they had that building, he calcu- 
lates, they could accomodate 5,500 
students. But so far, no annex is 
planned. Not even a branch in Jeru- 
salem.

IS THIS HUNGER for English any 
reflection of increased emigration? 
He doesn't like to think so, but he 
does think it might have to do with 
the prospect of increased business 
contacts through the U.S.-Israei free 
trade agreement. The council does 
sponsor some specific off-site 
teaching programmes for major 
companies, such as IBM, Electra, El 
Al. and Egged subsidiaries, and they 
plmr to increase those courses. 

One thing that makes English 
teaching interesting at the Tel Aviv 
centre is the variety of native ton- 


gues among the students - 16 in all. 
About 60 per cent of the students are 
Hebrew speakers, but there are 
large groups of R ussi a n-speake rs 
—and, fousoxne-rerisoa-the^-haven’t 
figured out. Bulgarians. Other-stu- 
dents grew up in Hungarian. Thai or 
Chinese. 

Judy Rapoport-Buchwald. super- 
visor of studies and a native of 
Toronto, says she sees differences in 
the abilities of Hebrew-speaking stu- 
dents and those who come from 
Europe. "The sabras are usually 
fluent speakers, but inaccurate... 
Those who studied in European 
countries tend to do better at reading 
and writing.’’ 

StilL she says, it's not clear 
whether that’s the effect of the 
school system or lateT experience; 
arid it’s hard to say what conclusions 
should be drawn, for instance, re- 
garding the increased emphasis on 
oral language in the matriculation 
exam. In any case, “accuracy is not 
the goal - communication is." 

Which is nor to say that students 
should be encouraged to persist in 
their mistakes. Quite the opposite: 
they are encouraged to correct one 
another and eventually to be able to 
teach themselves. But at different 
points in the classroom discussion, 
the momentum of discussion is more 
important than stopping to get all the 
conjugations straight. 

That’s something the teachers will 
be keeping in mind this summer as 
students try to determine who dun- 
nit.

Medina explained. 

’ The Bank of Israel had moved to 
soak up the flood of shekels by 
raising liquidity requirements and 


had absorbed some IS600 billion 
($400 million) in the last week. This 
policy. Medina hopes, will cause the 
rates of interest the banks are paving 
on tapas and pakarn deposits to go 
back up - but he was emphatic that 
uo drop in the rates banks charge 
their borrowers could be allowed 
under present circumstances, 
'■although we would very much like 
to cut them, so as to take the press- 
ure off the production sector.”

.cent cut in the public sector the 
government proposed 3 per cent 
dismissals and 3 per cent wage cuts - 
but the proportions can be changed 
in negotiation. 

There is also some flexibility, 
these . sources say, in the govern- 
ment's willingness to boost workers’ 


compensation by means of adjusting 
income tax brackets. 

Peres's determination to reach an 
accord with the Histadrut, even if it 
takes more days and nights of 
arduous debate, reflects his recogni- 
tion that the worst, in terms of social 
unrest, still lies ahead. As the month 
wears on and people find they can- 
not cope, and when next month's 
pared pay-checks are paid, hundreds 
of thousands of otizens will suddenly 
understand the depth of their per- 
sonal predicament. At that time the 
position of the Histadrut leadership 
will be nothing short of crucial in 
containing the wave of resentment 
which, if the government's plan 
works as the government says, 
should ease by the autumn. 

• THE AUTUMN. If inflation has 
ben conquered by October- 
November. as Peres promises, all 
the political options will be open 
again for the prime minister. This 
might account for some of the 
Likud's ambivalence towards the 
plan.

VET SCHOOLS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir. - 1 only recently read a copy of 
your article, “Great vet school de- 
bate." Since this school is mentioned 
in the article, I wish to comment. Dr. 
Eli Meyer is reported to have stud 
that “Tufts University in Mas- 
sachusetts has agreed to take five 
, -Israeli students every year on condi- 
tion that the government commits 
•itself to make up the $9,000 differ- 
ence between the annual $6,000 tui- 
tion paid by the student and the 
'actual cost.” Tufts University would 
■indeed accept suitable Israeli stu- 
'dents. although costs have risen 
■since Dr. Meyerobtained the quoted 
•figures. In the last three-and-one- 
half years that I have been dean of 
.this school, no one from Israel has 
■contacted me about any sort of stu- 
dent arrangement, but we certainly 
■remain open to any such conjapL 
And we will consider .applications 
even now from any qualified Israeli 


students - one is currently reg- 
istered. ... 

The article also states that “the 
better veterinary schools abroad 
have annual classes of 100-150 stu- 
dents each. Such numbers can sup- 
port faculties of 70 to 80 professors 
and other teachers. The sheer range 
of subjects taught in such schools is 
what guarantees quality.” On its 
face, this is incorrect. Tufts Uni- 
versity, Cornell University, the Uni- 
versity of Florida andmost other fine 
U.S. universities with veterinary 
schools have class sizes well below 
100 per year, yet support “faculties 
of 70 to 80 professors . and other 
teachers.” And, clearly quality is a 
functin of faculty competence, not 
faculty numbers..

Week ends in whimper 


What began as one of the 
strongest weeks in recent market 
history, continuing the rally that be- 
gan Wednesday a week ago, ended 
with' dull trading on very low 
volume. The share market was 
almost devoid of interest and neither 
“arrangement" nor “free" shares 
performed in a dramatic way. Price 
moves were small and the indices 
little changed from the previous day 
- or two days, for that matter. 

The volume in the bond market 
was slightly healthier, although still 
the lowest for the week. Most bond 
prices rose, and the upward crawl in 
bonds, in the face of a supposed 
freeze situation in the economy, is 
further evidence that the public has 
not yet been convinced that the 
economic plan is going to work. 

After a roller coaster week, both 
in terms of prices and volumes, the 
net results turned out to be surpri- 
singly dull. The General Share Index 
rose by 3.87 per cent, with the major 
gains stemming from the non-bank 
index, which climbed 6.34 per cent. 
The dollar-linked “arrangement" 
shares neveT quite recovered from 
the slump in their prices on Sunday,

and only managed 2.68 percent over 
the week. 

Within the different 'Tree" mar- 
ket sectors, the non-arrangement 
banks stood out with an advance of 
14%, followed by insurance com- 
panies with 11.1% and mortgage 
banks with S.64%. Oil exploration 
shares - as well as the prestigious 
electronics sector - fell in nominal 
terms. 

The comparison to be used for 
measuring these gains and losses, in 
a period of zero devaluation and 
unknown inflation, is the alternative 
use of money in a safe pakarn 
account, which is about 3% weekly. 
However, in the context of the huge 
rises in share prices last week, this 
week's relative stability is perhaps 
not surprising. Next week's perform- 
ance will depend on the progress of 
negotiations with the Histadrut and 
the effect they have on the 
announced policy plan.

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Back from the brink 

AFTER it seeded on Wednesday that the nation was heading 
towards the chkos of strikes, decrees and implacable confronta- 
tions. the government and Histadrut yesterday stepped back 
from the brink. 

The accent yas not only on dialogue, but successful dialogue 
designed to work out a compromise that both sides could find 
acceptable. 

There is, of course, the danger that a compromise could 
dilute the essentials of the government’s policy measures. This 
would only postpone the inevitable day of reckoning, and also 
in the end mean political defeat for the prime minister. 
Therefore, while there may be some room for leeway in the 
government's position, the limits must be firmly kept. 

The fact is that dialogue and compromise, which have been 
Mr. Peres' preferred method on the economic front since he 
took office, have not so far brought the necessary repairs and 
reforms. But a good part of the blame for this must be 
attributed to both Labour and the Likud, who each had an 
interest in avoiding any genuine economic retrenchment mea- 
sures in the months just preceding the Histadrut elections. 

Labour sought to assure a resounding victory for Mr. Kessar 
and sustain its continued hegemony in the Hikadrut, and the 
Likud was keen on wielding populist slogans to make inroads 
upon Labour in the labour federation. Both parties, therefore, 
joined in permitting economic deterioration. 

Ironically, Mr. Kessar, the beneficiary of Labour “restraint” 
on the government level, is now leading the battle against his 
government party, a battle made more severe by the harmful 
economic consequences of that restraint. 

But what is ultimately of most importance is that the 
government's economic programme be implemented and 
proved successful. This alone can eclipse the suspicions and 
political calculations which loom so large today and bedevil the 
maneuvering of Labour, Likud and the Histadrut. 

Perhaps the best sign that this may now be a real possibility is 
not only the softer tone adopted yesterday by Mr. Kessar, but 
also by some of the more reluctant Likud ministers. Because if 
there is to be governmental success, they want to make sure the 
applause will be not only for Mr. Peres, but for their party as 
well. 

All heat, no head 

EARLIER this week two Arabs from the village of Tzurif in 
Judea confessed to the murder of a Jewish couple in a forest 
near Beit Shemesh late last month. 

The two Arabs have not yet been arraigned, let alone tried or 
convicted by a court of Law. But the IDF, acting in time- 
honoured fashion, lost no time in meting out a punishment of 
sorts to them by demolishing houses belonging to their families. 
This, of course, is legal under the emergency regulations. 

Gush Emunim, however, has not only already convicted 
them, but is also already demanding the death penalty for their 
crime. If the two murderers are not executed, Gush Emunim 
has warned, revenge will be taken, presumably on other Arabs. 

The death penalty may be imposed on terrorist murderers in 
military courts, but it has been settled policy for the authorities 
not to ask for it. But when 1,150 Arab terrorists, among them 
convicted murderers, were exchanged for three Israeli soldiers 
held by Ahmed Jibril two months ago, it was anticipated that 
the demand would be raised for a change in policy. The 
execution of terrorists, it is reasoned, will make them unavail- 
able for eventual release through an exchange deal, and might 
thus reduce the temptation to commit murder. 

But Gush Emunim wants more than a change in policy. It 
wants a special category of nationalistically motivated terrorist 
murder to be created, the mandatory penalty for which would 
be death. More precisely, although this is not openly stated, the 
category would include capital crime specifically by nationalis- 
tically motivated Arabs. The nationalistically motivated mur- 
der of Arabs by Jews would be excluded on grounds of justified 
revenge. 

The consequences of these Gush Emunim demands are quite 
clear. They would keep the jails empty of both Arab and Jewish 
murderers; the first category dead, the other free on the prowl. 
And at the same time, these demands would increase rather 
than decrease terrorist murders by both sides, serving perhaps 
the aims of Ahmed Jibril but not the state of Israel. 

Fortunately, Israel's security, including its internal security, 
resides in wiser and cooler quarters than those represented 
by the claims of Gush Emunim. 
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MECCA'S towering.cube- 
shaped Kaaba stone, the 
holiest shrine in Islam, will 
soon acquire a new cover of crisply 
tailored black curtains embroidered 
with gold and silver threads from 
Britain. 

Officials at the Grand Mosque say 
the British firm Johnson Matthay 
Metals Ltd. has supplied the Saudi 
Ministry of Pilgrimage and Endow- 
ments with 3,000 kilos of gold-plated 
silver wire and 2.000 kilos of silver 
wire to be woven into the Kaaba 
cover. 

The wires will be used for arabes- 
que designs and Koranic verses on 
the black tapestry covering the struc- 
ture. 

The officials said they did not 
know how much money the gold and 
silver threads were costing the oil- 
rich kingdom. 

The Kaaba. in the heart of the 
Grand Mosque, is the place to which 
an estimated 900 million Moslems 
around the world are required to 
turn their faces in prayer five times 
even 1 day. 

According to Moslem historians, 
the Kaaba predated Islam. They 
wrote that the structure was rebuilt 
several times through the ages, with 
its present shape remaining un- 
changed since the days of Abraham. 

Mohammed 1,400 years ago used 
to cover the Kaaba with Yemeni 
cloth, these historians say. In subse- 
quent years. Moslem leaders vied in 
offering expensive tapestry for the 
structure, viewing this as a great 
honour. 

Egypt remained fdr many years 
the primary source of the doth, but 
when relations between Egypt and 
Saudi Arabia deteriorated in the 
early 1960s, the Saudis set up their 
own cloth factory near Mecca. 

The Saudi government recently 
decorated the Kaaba with a 286 kilo 
golden gate costing about $4 million.

Need for 

debate 

over 

‘Star Wars’

IT NOW APPEARS that Israel is 
about to decide in favour of partici- 
pating in research with the U.S. 
aimed at what is popularly known as 
President Reagan’s “Star wars” 
strategy. Both the decision to par- 
ticipate, as well as the way in which it 
is about to be taken, raise serious 
doubts about the method used to 
arrive at fateful decisions for Israel's 
future. 

The United States Strategic De- 
fence Initiative is a novel concept, 
introduced by President Ronald 
Reagan as part of his confrontational 
policy vis-i-vis the Soviet Union. Its 
details are complex and highly tech- 
nical. and it is not my intention to 
describe them here: ponderous arti- 
cles in the U.S. press merely hint at 
the complexity of the issues in- 
volved. None of this has ever found 
its way into the Israeli press or public 
debate. 

My intention is to focus merely on 
the Israeli aspect of the problems 
posed by possible Israeli coopera- 
tion in foe project, and my doubts 
are both on the substantive and 
procedural level. 

No one can seriously challenge the 
proposition that being invited by the 
U.S. to participate in the research to 
develop SDI is a sign of the present 
close relations between Israel and 
the U.S. Few countries outside of 
Nato were invited by foe U.S. to 
participate, and Israeli science 
should be justly proud of the compli- 
ment thus paid to our research capa- 
bilities in some of foe most sophisti- 
cated areas on the very frontiers of 
knowledge. Nor is there any doubt 
that Israeli participation will be 
financially rewarding. 

On foe other hand, there is no 
donbt that the SDI is the most con- 
troversial piece of policy as yet 
offered by foe Reagan Administra- 
tion . - Whatever its - justification in 
terms of the putative balance of 
power between the U.S. and foe 
USSR, serious doubts have been 
raised about its advisability from 
practically every comen 
• Within the U.S., “Star Wars” is 
hotly contested both in Congress and 
in public opinion. It will launch, it is 
said, a new era of escalation of the 
arms race, exacerbate relations with 
the USSR and have a catastrophic 
effect on foe balance of power inside 
foe USSR. There is little donbt that 
foe USSR will retaliate in kind, thus 
giving more power within the Soviet 
hierarchy to the military segments of 
Soviet society at foe expense of those 
civilian sectors who may be more 
interested in the development of 
consumer goods production and thus. 
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less involved in polarizing relations 
with the U.S. Some of the harshest 
critics of SDI in Congress are among 
Israel’s best friends, and they cer- 
tainly will be put in an uneasy posi- 
tion if Israel responds positively to 
the initiative. 

• Among American allies in 
Europe, there are serious doubts 
about SDI. Some have politely de- 
clined; others have responded that 
they have to study the matter furth- 
er. In some countries, detailed par- 
liamentary debates have ensued, 
and in one case parliament has voted 
not to proceed with cooperation on 
SDL against the wish of the govern- 
ment. In Israel, on the other hand, 
the media - and the government - 
appear in foe last sue months to 
devote more time to the price - of 
frozen poultry than to Israel’s in- 
volvement in one of the most 
momentous, and controversial, 
weapons systems to be developed 
since World War II. 

THE OTHER aspect is. of course. 
the future of Israeli-Soviet relations. 
Maybe Israel should be bappy with 
the present state of its relations with 
foe Soviet Union. But in the last 
week we have heard repeated ex- 
pressions of hope by President 
Cbaim Herzog, by Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir and by the director- 
general of the Foreign Ministry. 
David Kimche, that the receDt 
changes in tbe-Kremlin may portend 
better relations with the Soviet Un- 
ion. How can oae express such views 
and at the same time get involved in 
a project which is considered . rightly 
or wrongly, by the Soviet Union as 
the most confrontational tool of 
U.S. policy vis-a-vis the Soviets? It is 
very easy to make rhetorical state- 
ments about better relations with the 
Soviet Union; but this entails at least 
sopae caution about rushing, without 
any serious debate, into SDI. 

This leads me to the last set of 
issues, namely, foe way in which the 
debate, or rather non-debate, about 
the project has been going on in 
Israel. It is known that the defence 
establishment is naturally interested 
in getting involved in the project: so 
is the electronics industry, for ob- 
vious reasons. But not all that is 
good for the Israel electronics indus- 
try is naturally and automatically 
good for Israel". There has been no 
public debate, no independent stu- 
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dies about the political and military 
costs entailed in this involvement. 

Example: it is conceivable that the 
Soviet Union might intensify 1 its sup- 
port for Syria as a response to our 
involvement with SDI .‘Has this ever 
been discussed publicly? Have the 
Ministry of Defence committees 
dealing with SDI seriously consi- 
dered what this means in terms of * 
our ability to c’ounter Syrian- 
sponsored" terrorism aimed at 
Galilee? Who. at ail, is aware of 
these considerations? 

To foe best of my knowledge, foe 
government has never had before it 
any position paper, not to speak of 
several opposing position papers, on 
this issue. Nor has it been seriously 
discussed in the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee. 
The public in Israel knows more 
about the South Lebanese Army 
than about SDI. 

In tbe past. Israel has paid more 
than enough for decisions taken 
hastily, without public debate or 
serious consideration. In some 
cases, security considerations make 
it difficult to discuss issues publicly: 
not in this case. 

Most of the debate in the U.S. is 
public, and so it could be here. Tbe 
present minister of defence, who 
justly thinks himself a first-rate ex- 
pert both on security and Israel-U.S. 
relations has. however. 'made some 
serious mistakes in the past in asses- 
sing consequences of certain policies 
where cooperation with foe U. S . was 
involved (the in-depth bombing 
against Egypt in 1970. for example). 
He should not be reluctant to risk 
public debate: it may correct even 
his own views, reluctant as he has 
been in the past to listen to outside 
advice. But no person, knowledge- 
able and sharp-witted as he may be, 
is infallible. 

Two last points: the present U.S. 
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secretary of defence is not known for 
being among those in the Reagan 
Administration who usually favour 
more involvement with Israel. Why 
this generosity all of a sudden? Isn't 
that another version of foe ill-fated 
Memorandum of Strategic Under- 
standing of Ariel Sharon’s days? 

Secondly, during the recent TWA 
hijacking to Beirut, tbe U.S. was 
playing its cards very close to its 
chest and left Israel -its strategic ally 
— whistling in' the dark. When the 
chips were down. Israel was not 
really treated by foe U.S. as an ally, 
but as a nuisance. Some people in 
the U.S. Administration may not be 
overly unhappy that Israel’s standing 
in American public opinion has suf- 
fered during the last terroristic out- 
burst. Should this not cause us to 
insist on more specific reciprocity? 

I am pot suggesting that Israel 
should reject any form of participa- 
tion in SDI. Perhaps, after due con- 
sideration and an intensive public 
debate, we should go ahead. But tbe 
public is entitled to know more, and 
the government which takes inOFdm- . 
ate time in discussing minor affairs of 


secondary importance, should ar 
least shoulder foe responsibility and ■ 
not leave such.a momentous decision ‘ 
to a small group of people whose ■ 
interest - legitimate as it may be - in ; 
participating in the project should . 
not be the only voice heard. This is 
not as dramatic a decision as going to - 
war in Lebanon, which was likewise 
taken without due consultation in-' 
side the government: the consequ- 
ences may be even more 
tremendous, though spread over a . 
number of years and therefore less 
immediately perceptible. 

Ail this is sufficient reason not co 
allow the government to take a deri- 
sion without a serious public debate. 
The military-industrial complex, as: 
President Dwight Eisenhower once 
reminded all of us. should not be the 
exclusive arbiter of political deri- 
sions.

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I ARRIVE at the Hoasang Ministry 
in tiic East Jerusalem Kiiya bang in 
the middle of the three-hour civil 
servants’ strike called to protest 
against the government’s emergency 
measures.

Why, he 
asks, were no similar strictures aired 
when Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin abstained in the vote on the 
economic measures. While Rabin 
has mostly successfully fended off 
defence cuts, be has been the minis- 
ter to take the lead in budget prun- 
ing. So far, Levy says, bis ministry 
has cut $90 milli on in under one 
year. Levy continues in a cynical 
tone: “When I speak out there’s a 
storm. When I don’t say any thin g, 
there's a fuss. And when any of my 
party associates do something, 
there's speculation about my pan.” 
The latter remark comes in reply to a 
question about his party lieutenant, 
Herat organization chief MK 
Michael Reiser and his newly- 
formed election campaign skeleton.

HOW LONG does Levy give the 
national unity government? 

“It's bard to tell. Everyone talks 
so mucb about its survival being so 
essential, that it makes one wonder. 
I personally did much to bring it into 
being. Believe me, I could write a 
long chapter on how we got through 
that obstacle race.” 

Levy says be still believes in the 
grand coalition and in the import- 
ance of the Likud-Labour part- 
nership - popular sentiment de- 
mands shared responsibility by both 
blocs. The public would rather have 
this combination, he says, than any 
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HERUT MK hfeir Shitrit thinks the 
governm ent did notgo far enough in 
its economic programme. As for 
those opposing the use of emergency 
decrees, Shitrit argues, “I prefer 
decrees to. save democracy than 
allowing the situation to deteriorate 
so far that people will seek a strong 
man to rescue the country from 
economic collapse and disorder.” 

As a canny politician with an ear 
to the ground , Shitrit is not known as 
ever having supported lost causes or 
unpopular measures. His all-out 
support of the new economic plan 
certainly contrasts with the stand of 
his party's ministers, who largely 
opposed it in the cabinet. Of course, 
there are those who regard his stand 
as a function of his support 'for the 
party faction led by Yitzhak Shamir. 
The wice premier and Transport 
Minister Haim Corfu provided the 
only Herat backing for the economic 
programme. 

It; MK Shitrit regards Deputy Pre- 
mier David Levy's opposition with 
equanimity. “Unity does not mean 
uniformity but diversity. A minister 
is justified in fighting for his view 
inside the government. But what I 
Ik) regret is that he stayed away from 
the confidence vote in the Knesset. I 
appreciate the depth of his sincere 
Concern about the effect on the 
working masses of the plan, which 
everyone concedes does have many 
Hsks." A member of the Knesset 
finance Committee, the MK con- 
tends that the government had no 
choice but to adopt this emergency 
programme. “Soon there would 
have been no dollars to buy food and 
fuel.

I would 
have advised them to think two or 
three moves ahead beforehand.”

He also stresses the importance of a 
broad government as an external 
front, so that no outside factors 
could be tempted to regard Israel as

“When I helped overcome my 
colleagues' doubts about joining 
with Labour, I did so on the assump- 
tion that we would present a united 
front to the outride world, which 
would give us the peace and quiet 
needed for tackling our internal 
problems.” 

Levy admits there is an anomaly in 
the present situation. “I know for 
certain of a concerted, if clandestine, 
effort by Labour to win over the 
smaller coalition partners by making 
extensive promises and offering a 
re-apportionment of the cabinet 
portfolios plus religious legislation. I 
know which Labour MKs and minis- 
ters were involved in that scheme.” 

Hasn't the Likud been doing the 
same?

break up the coalition or to set up an 
alternative government. We've done 
our best to foil Labour's efforts. Of 
necessity it must raise questions over 
the sincerity of our partnership, 
causing antagonism between us and 
raising obstacles in our path to suc- 
cess.” 


A SECOND negative development 
in Levy’s view has been “the govern- 
ment's procrastination in producing 
an economic programme. There's 
been too much time lost, and with it 
so much credit with the public has 
been dissipated- Instead we devoted 
ourselves to marginal and, if I may 
say, irrelevant issues, some in con- 
flict with earlier ones, which we then 
proceeded to abandon.” 


Any examples? "Someone prop- 
osed in the Ministerial Economic 
Committee the total suspension of 
imports, but without giving any teeth 
to the scheme. So what did we get? 
Increased imports. 

“Then they spoke of additional 


taxes on everything. The antithesis 
■ of what we need. Then we had 
package deals one, two and three. I 
warned my fellow ministers and the 
economics professors. As a matter of 
policy I did not go public with my 
predictions. I did my utmost in the 
government and at ministerial com- 
mittees demanding an overall plan 
with proper deadlines. 

“Had my warnings been heeded, 
then maybe we wouldn't be on the 
brink of catastrophe. Perhaps the 
government wouldn't have found it 
necessary to smash all accepted pat- 
terns. Maybe we could have avoided 
invoking emergency decrees, which 
have so profoundly shaken the coun- 
try. Maybe we could have avoided 
reaching the crisis point with the 
Histadnit. which is beset by unrest 
from below. The works committees 
are in direct touch with the grass 
roots, and they know that the public 
can't take such an erosion of wages.

WAS HIS absence form the Knes- 
set debate a vote of no-confidence in 
the government?

“There was news-management of 
the media with judicious leaks 
throughout the marathon cabinet 
discussions, creating pressure from 
outside on the ministers. And I'm 
not talking of the weary hours we 
spent there. The mood of crisis was 
so skillfully managed that even 
ministers with considerable doubts 
about details of the scheme were 
dragooned into the vote.” 


Levy is particularly indignant ab- 
out the decision to inxoke emergen- 
cy degrees, suspending the orderly 
conduct of management-labour rela- 
tions and cancelling wage contracts. 
“I see in that a particularly damaging 
step creating a most dangerous pre- 
cedent. 1 warned against it. and look 
what happened. A rash of strikes 
and unrest and the government then 
backtracked. So instead of firm re- 
solve we've got a demonstration of 
weakness. So why couldn't that haw 
been avoided from the start?" 

Things might have worked out 
differently, he stresses, had there 
been proper team work, and had 
ministers been accorded sufficient 
rime to study the programme in de- 
tail. “What kind of government is it 
with ministers being steamrollered 
in such a manner on such major 
issues of policy-making? What about 
the devaluation decision being 
leaked before ministers were in- 
formed? They conjured up a drama 
with the ministers as exnas." 
DAVID LEW concurs with the 
main thrust of the economic prog- 
ramme to lower living standards. He 
warns however, that oniy if the bur- 
den is equitably shared will all sec- 
tions of the public be persuaded to 
cooperate with the government. His 
argument in short: “Wc should not 
impose such a heavy burden on peo- 
ple's shoulders lest they collapse. 
Why try to do everything at once?" 

The minister bridles somewhat at 
my question as to how he and his 
wife Rachel manage with 10 of their 
12 children living at home. He does 
not like such personal questions, hut 
is ready to talk of the mood in Beit 
Shean and other development 
towns. 

“Things are very tough. Families 
worry about paying their food bills. 
Everything has gone up - electricity, 
taxes, water, property taxes. mort- 
gage payments, rents. Not forgetting 
all those payments, for schooling. 
Not to mention clothing. It can drive 
people crazy. I hear bitter quarrel* 
from my neighbours' homes about 
making ends meet, with wages going 
down. 

“People are on the edge of col- 
lapse. I don't want them beginning 
to believe that the government acts 
without justice guiding its path. We 
have to display a greater sensitivity 
and ensure a more just distribution 
of the burden. We just cannot afford- 
to tackle all our economic problems 
in one fell swoop. The public can't 
take it.”

“He does not 
really blame those finishing army 
service who prefer the dole to getting ' 
monthly wages of IS130.000in hotels 
and IS20Q,000 in factories. That is - 
before taxes and other payments, he 
notes. 

This is the right juncture for him to 
mention his pet tax reform proposal. ■ 
While, for example,-the gross salary 
of an electronics engineer here is 
$3000; after taxes and other pay- . 
ments he has a take-home pay of 
$600. In the U.S. . the same engineer 
would take home some $2,600. “We 
have to slash taxes and make it 
worthwhile for people to work. At 
presfent our tax system has reached 
such a peak that it’s anti-produciive. 
My credo is that the government . 
should take less and provide less.”- 
(Certamly the most non-populist " 
statement made by a Herat MK so 
far.) . . . ‘ ’ 

Among the major obstacles to 
reforming the tax system, says Shit- 
rit, are not only the lobbyists for the 
vested interests and big corporations 
that pay next-to-no taxes, but the 
old-fashioned mentality of income 
tax officials. “The government says 
we’re in an emergency, so why don’t 


they come up with unconventional 
methods of tackling all that black 
money that’s undermining the eco- 
nomy?" he asks, regretting that the 
Likud and Labour could not have 
dispensed with the religious parties 
and “their blackmail." 


does not expect the .national unity 
government to last its four years.. “I 
don’t believe that the rotation agree- 
ment will be kept. Not that I’m 
- accusing Shimon Peres of anything. I 
think he may want to keep the rota- 
tion deal with Shamir, but his party 
colleagues won’t let him.

Some of our ministers voted against 
the Lebaon withdrawal, others 
against the economic programme. I 


doubt • whether that aJds u» nut 
popularity. We can only restore our. 
fortunes and our clear identity in 
opposition. I propose that we quit on 
our own terms, and not wait for 
Labour to dictate them”. 


THAT BRINGS Shitrit to his prop- 
osal for what he calls “civil rebel- 
lion” against the present electoral 
system. “If half a million of my 
fellow Israelis join me in signing 
petitions calling for electoral reform . 
we would see action and change!” 
His proposals include a presidential 
system, a written constitution and 
constituency regional elections 
“which means the accountability of 
the elected to the voters. At present 
no MK has any personal responsibil- 
ity to the electorate, only to his 
party. Having MKs responsible to 
the electorate is how he would re- 
spond to extremism - “that will 
settle Kahana's hash.” 

A month ago Shitrit went on Israel 
TV with his electoral reform prog- 
ramme and has since been inundated 
with enthusiastic responses from all 
parts of the country and all kinds of 
people. 

“All I need are S100.0UC to put a 
non-party organization together”, 
he says. When asked where to con- 
tact him. he replies: “Write to Mecr 
Shitrit. Yavne. Israel.” 


LIKE David Levy, Shitrit immi- 
grated as a child from Morocco with 
penniless parents. Like Levy, his 
first home was in a'ma'abara transit 
camp in an abandoned Arab village. 
Unlike Levy, his entry into politics 
was not through trade unionist activ- 
ity and tbe'Histadnit executive, but 
local government. While Levy was 
actually a member for a short time of 
Mapai, in Shitrit's case he formed 
the Yavne youth list in response to a 
rebellion against the town’s estab- 
lishment. He turned to Herat after 
the local Mapai bosses turned him 
down. 

In his 12 years as head of the local 
council . Yavne has exploded, chang- 
ing from a village of 4,500 residents 
to a town of 20,000. Half the resi- 
dents are under 19 and some 70 per 
cent below 30. He employs 400 
workers, half of them in the town 
educational system. 

Budget cuts will force him to sack 
20 employees, but having never 
stretched his spending beyond his 
revenue, Shitrit won't have to re- 
duce too many services. 

He has found an ingenious way to 
extend the kindergarten year by a 
month by spreading the burden, 
among tie parents, IS30.000 per 
family. “The kids are kept out of 
their parents’ hair, and kindergarten 
staff continue to get salaries. Every- 
one is happy.” 

TURNING back to coalition poli- 
tics, the Likud backbencher says 
new elections are unlikely. But he

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THE INTERNATIONAL com- 
munity is currently marking the end 
of a decade devoted to the status of 
women with a convention in Nairo- 
bi. In 1975; UN member countries 
agreed to spare no effort in working 
for equal rights, opportunities and 
standing for women m all spheres. 

Sociologists worldwide agree that 
the most important social revolution 
in recent times has been in the recog- 
nition given women as full members 
of society. There have been changes 
in the images, expectations and 
pressures surrounding wom.en. 

This is true all over the world, 
even in the least developed coun- 
tries. 

Unfortunately, in Israel break- 
throughs are not only lacking, but 
there is evidence of regression and of 
options being closed. 

Though in 1975 a few positive 
steps were taken, the hopes they 
raised have been dashed. An abor- 
tion law was passed, but shortly after 
tvas amended, and the gain became a 
loss. A bill calling for the repeal of 
any law negating the equality of 
women passed a first reading and 
was then buried in committee. Re- 
forms in income tax procedures, 
pension rights and collective agree- 
ments were proposed but aban- 
doned. A debate on married 
women's rights in cases of battering 
was begun.then dropped. 

Worst of all. a state commission 
on the status of women chaired by 
MK Ora Namir. studied the matter 



efficiently, intelligently and compre- 
hensively for two years. Its correct 
and clearly stated recommendations 
were shelved. 

While nothing was done legisla- 
tively or socially to advance women's 
position, the Knesset released obser- 
vant girls from army or non-military 
service, saying that a woman is the 
property of her father or husband. 

The stereotypes of woman as wife 
and mother, weak, weepy and lack- 
ing in initiative and ability have not 
disappeared from our schools and 
children’s books. 

The political, educational, and 
labour rights that Israeli women do 
have originated in the norms and 
ideas that reigned before the estab- 
lishment of the state. 

LEGISLATION did nothing to adv- 
ance women besides validating 
achievements of the past, while the 
Rabbinical Courts Law (marriage 
and, divorce) of 1953 limited 
women's rights in every aspect con- 
nected to marriage. 

We are ruled by a judicial double 
standard and live between medieval 
norms and progressive ideas. We 
have two women judges on the Sup- 
reme Court - a fine achievement -

but they cannot even testify in a 
family court, much less sit in judg- 
ment’on family matters. 

A married woman may be a busi- 
ness woman and property owner, 
but as far as the law is concerned, she 
is her husband’s property, and for 
income tax purposes she is not legal- 
ly a person. 

The Orthodox perception of 
women and their lights was express- 
ed in a Hatzofe editorial against the 
appointment of the late Golda Meir 
to a prominent position on the State 
Committee in 1946- "It is difficult to 
see a woman leading a political body 
in this nation, which coined the max- 
im ‘a king’s daughter belongs at 
home.* This nation, whose Tore laid 
the duty of mitzvot on man, not 
woman, 3nd denied woman the right 
to judge and lead, gives her a digni- 
fied place in the home" (August 28, 
1946). 

We hear these opinions today 
from Orthodox circles with influence 
in the government. It turns out that 
neither the Alignment nor the Likud 


will risk the coalition to defend 
women's status. 

In the latest local elections, pacts 
were made between the religious 
parties io prevent women from sit- 
ting on the councils. No application 
to the High Court of Justice fol- 
lowed. In many settlements, women 
had no voting rights and attempts at 
change have been rebuffed. 

THOSE WHO study women's status 
in Israel know that, while minor 
improvements may be instituted in 
civil matters, women will continue to 
suffer from prejudice and degrada- 
tion as long as matters of marriage 
and divorce remain in the hands of 
the rabbinate and its courts. 

Allowing civil marriage and a 
comprehensive recognition of 
women's rights alone can change 
women's position. 

In 1953, when the late Moshe 
Sharett presented the Rabbinical 
Courts Law. he said: “We cannot 
ignore the fact that the passing of this 
law demands certain compromises of 
what is conceived by very many as 


progressive values. 

“This law will, in this respect, be 
tested in' its implementation. The 
authority which will execute this law 
- the rabbinate - will be tested, The 
law's stable institution depends on it 
being read with some flexibility as 
regards notions of human equality 
and dignity that reign in progressive 
societies in our times. 

“The unity of the nation requires 
compromise, and pot from one side 
only. Any attempt to enforce and 
maintain among us in the future 
customs that no longer make sense 
to us must come against certain no- 
tions and values prevalent in our 
da vs." (Knesset protocol: August 
23; 1953) 

Sharett *s remarks made no im- 
pression on the rabbis and rabbinical 
judges. 

Furthermore, political figures 
continue to tell the public that most 
of the nation and all the- political 
parties have favoured the continued 
operation of the rabbinical courts 
and their laws. These courts degrade 
women, view them as inferior and 


give men the role of wage earners 
and guardians of their wives and 
children. 

IN 1975. when we were expecting 
progress, we commissioned a public 
poll on women's rights by the Insti- 
tute for Practical Social Research. 

On the question, “Do you think 
women in Israel should have status 
equal to that of men?" 75 per cent 
answererd yes on all matters. 13 per 
cent answered yes on all matters but 
marital, and 7 per cent said yes on all 
matters but army service. Five per 
cent offered no opinion. 

On the question, “Do you favour 
a bill permitting civil marriage for 
those who want it while retaining 
religious. marriage procedures?’* 45 
per cent said absolutely yes, 18 per 
cent said probably yes, 14 per cent 
said probably cot, and 23 per cent 
said absolutely not. . 

The poll results testify to the gap 
between what Israelis really think 
about equal rights and what the 
politicians say they think. 

Many changes have taken place in 
Israel since 1975. Religious fanatic- 
ism, primitive symbols and supersti- 
tions have infiltrated society and 
have been raised on political ban- 


ners- The .rabbinical courts’ aggres-.-] 
sive religious coercion is part of our f - 
daily lives. 


IN THIS matter we -are no diffe- 
rent from, other nations. Wherever 
the religious- establishment — 
whether Moslem, Catholic or Jewish 
- has political, judicial and economic 
power, the battle is waged against 
progress, science, free expression 
and equal status for women. 

The most prominent example in 
the Moslem world is Khomeinism. 
In the Catholic world, it is enough to 
listen to the current pope. 
i The separation of church and state 
in countries where the Catholic 
Church is active has been a saving 
grace for women. Italy. France. Por- 
tugal, Spain and most Latin Amer- 
ican countries have instituted civil 
marriage alongside religious. 

The troth is Israel has nothing to 
offer and' no accomplishments to 
point to in Nairobi. Nothing was 
achieved in the past decade. We are 
still leaning on what was achieved 
here before independence. In this 
we must remember the work of Ada 
Maimon. Tehila Talmon. and their 
friends. 

I would like to argue that this 
situation is not irreversible. The end 
of the decade for women may 
perhaps be the beginning of a re- 
newed battle here.

NOW THAT the dust has settled 
from the TWA hijacking crisis, 
Reagan administration officials have 
once again started to focus on ways 
to promote the Arab- Israeli peace 
process. 

Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Murphy, for example, is 
expected to return to the Middle 
East soon in order to sit down with a 
joint Jordanian- Palestinian delega- 
tion. Finding suitable Palestinian 
candidates for that delegation has 
been quite difficult. 

They must, according to U.S. offi- 
cials, have the blessings of PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat yet at the 
same time be removed enough from 
him in order to avoid -the appearance 
that the U.S. is actually negotiating 
with members of the PLO. 

Further complicating the selection 
is Israel’s attitude. While Israel does 
not necessarily have formal veto 
power over acceptable Palestinians, 
the Americans do not want to overly 
antagonize Israel at this stage. 

U.S. officials concede that Israel, 
already, is very nervous about this 
separate U.S. dialogue with the joint 
delegation. Israel would dearly pre- 
fer that the ttext stage in the peace 
process begin wftft direct; face-to- 
face' Arab-Israeli negotiations. But 
Washington is willing to take a more 
flexible stance on this issue. 

U.S. OFFICIALS continue to ex- 
press confidence that the names for 
the joint delegation will be found 
sooner rather than later, setting the 
stage for the Murphy mission. They 
insist that both Jordan’s King Hus- 
sein and Egypt's President Hosai 
Mubarak - among other moderates 
in the Arab world - are actively 
engaged in putting the list together. 

Syria, of course, is a major prob- 
lem. TTie Syrians have made clear 
their strong opposition to the Febru- 
ary 1 1 Jordanian-PLO agreement on 
peace negotiations. But U.S. offi- 
cials, perhaps encouraged by the 
Syrian role in fadlitating the release 
of the American hostages in Beirut 
and the gradual reduction in recent 
weeks of Soviet troops in Syria, are 
hoping to limit President Hafez 


Assad's spoiler role. The U.S. esti- 
mates there are today only a tout 
2.000 Soviet soldiers in Syria - down 
from a high of 9,000 only 18 months 
ago. 

Indeed, U.S. officials believe 
Assad’s opposition to any negotia- 
tions involving Israel and Jordan is 
considerably less intense than his 
opposition was to the ill-fated 
Israel i-Lebanese security agree- 
ment, which he had effectively kil- 
led. Some U.S. policymakers are 
even speculating about a possible 
improvement in ties with Damascus. 
But there are still many others in 
Washington who have no such ex- 
pectation. 

“Assad really has no interest in 
the peace process because he doesn’t 
believe there is anything in it for 
Syria," one U.S. analyst said, riling 
Israel’s annexation of the Golan 
Heights. * 

PRESIDENT RONALD 
REAGAN, while certainly preocca- 
pied in recent weeks with the TWA 
hostage inrident, U.S.-Soviet rela- 
tions, and the domestic American 
economy, is described by his White 
House aides as prepared to tackle 
the Arab- Israeli question more for- 
cefully in the months ahead. 

They referred to the president’s 
June 1 1 interview with an Arab jour- 
nalist, Nasser Eddin Nashashibi, a 
transcript of which the White House 
released to the media on June 26. In 
it, the president said he was commit- 
ted to trying to bring peace to the 
Middle East. 

“I do not believe that (Saudi) King 
Fahd or President Mubarak perceive 
a lack of interest in Middle East 
peace on the part of the United 
States," Reagan said. “Nothing 
could be further from the truth. The 
United States has a deep and lasting 
interest in seeing a comprehensive 
peace settlement in the Middle East 
and we have consistently comm uni-

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cated that fact to all our friends in the 
region.” 

Reagan also reaffirmed support 
for his September 1, 1982, Arab- 
Israeli peace initiative which he in- 
sisted represents “the most viable 
approach" to the peace process. 

He said the positions he outlined 
‘ in the plan are “still cm the table and 
we continue to believe it represents 
the most promising proposal for 
progress toward peace yet pre- 
sented." 

But Reagan did not insist that 
everyone endorse his positions. “It is 
important to note, however, that I 
gave them as the positions the Un- 
ited States would support in negotia- 
tions." Reagan said. “We do not ask

The important thing is to 
get those negotiations underway and 
for the parties to work out their 
differences directly in a peaceful 
fashion." 

THERE IS a growing sense in 
Washington that there are still 
opportunities to exploit but that 
time may be running out. The TWA 
incident underscored the growing 
influence of the more radical ele- 
ments in the Arab world, especially 
among the Iranian-backed Shi’ite 
fundamentalists and the Syrians. 
The more moderate forces, unless 
strengthened very soon, may be on 
the outside looking in. 

One of Washington's favourite 
moderates, of course, is King Hus-

but go to a mixed swimming pool? 
The questions go on and on... defini- 
tions, categories and sub-categories. 

The media add to the confusion. 
Protestors are never just Jews with a 
grievance about a particular issue. 
They are “Haredi proteste is," bare- 
headed protesters, crocheted kipot 
protesters, black-clad hassidic pro- 
testers, left-wing protesters, right- 
wing protesters. Never just people in 
pain about a particular issue. 

Everyone agrees that polarization 
is one of the greatest problems in 
Israeli society. But how can there 
not be polarization when everyone 
must be stereotyped, categorized 
and labelled? 

Almost every day, it seems, I hear 
people utter sentences bice: “I hate 
religious people"; “All Sephardim 
are primitive"; “I wouldn't buy a fiat 


there - the dad'im are taking over 
the whole neighbourhood"; “the 
hUoruim have no moral or spiritual 
values." 

These sweeping generalizations 
give blanket condemnations to 
whole sectors of our society. They 
make no allowance for a religous 
person who may be compassionate 
and tolerant, a Sephardi who is cul- 
tured and refined, a secularist with 
admirable morals and ethics. You 
must identify yourself and state 
where you stand. No shilly- 
shallying. 

THE LONGER I stay, the more 
confused I get. Yes, I am Ashkenazi, 
but a few generations back I know 
there were Portuguese ancestors. 
Yes, I am shomeret shabbat but I do 
not cover my hair. Yes, most of my 


friends are “religious" but my 
closest friend is completely secular. 
Yes, I like to live in a neighbourhood 
with synagogues and all religious 
facilities, but I want to share it with 
secular Jews, too. They have their 
lifestyle and I have mine, and the 
twain should definitely meet - with 
courtesy, goodwill and friendship. 

I have been here long enough to 
remember the Yom Kippur War. I 
had made aliya two years earlier and 
was still unhappy and nostalgic for 
the easier, more affluent way of life I 
had left behind. 

But with the tragedy of war came 
something wonderful: a sense of 
family; a sense of peoplehood. We 
drew together - the bareheaded and 
the kippa wearers; the Ashkenazim 
and the Sephardim; the Jews who 
prayed three times a day and the 
Jews who didn't pray at all. 

We rejoiced together at the good 


news; we grieved together at the ' 
agonizing losses. We were ail on the ■ 
same side, and that is what made the 
difference. It added a magnificent 
dimension to life in Israel . We cared, 
about each other. 

Now that “togetherness' ’ is frag- : 
men ted and broken. “Our side” is 
just the people who dress like we do, •' 
vote like we do, eat like we do and .

But if the resentment surprised 
Olmen, the decision by American' 
Conservative and Refonn Jewish 
groups to boycott the 51 MKs who 
voted for the amendment ha s made 
him very angry.' 

A politician who loves to be loved, 
also hates to be hated; and so one 
side of his personality prompts 
Oimert to lash back at his boycot- 
ters. 

But another, more sober side, 
may have made Oimert reflect about 
the wisdom of the Knesset initiative, 
Oimert says that he has aired “con- 
structive proposals” to promote 
Halachic conversions as ‘the norm 
before the Knessdt voted earlier this 
year. - 

Be that as it may, today he wants 
to give the maximum publicity to 
those proposals, and he also wants to 
make the maximum effort to assuage 
the anger of the offended Conserva- 
tive and Refonn movements in 
North America. 

On his most recent visit to the 
United States, Oimert was 
approached by a group of Conserva- 
tive rabbis who asked to meet him 
and learn why he voted to stipulate 
conversions to Judaism as Halachic 


THE STRUGGLE of women for 
equal rights in a male-do mina ted 
society did not start with modem - 
feminism and women's liberation 
movements. Among the first to raise . 
the banner of this struggle in Jewish - 
tradition, more than 3,000 years ago, 
were five women whose names are 
well-known to us: Mahla, Noa, Hog- 
la, Milca and Tiiza - the daughters of 
Zelophehad- , 

One of the last acts performed'by 
Moses before his death , was to lay 
down the ground rules for the future 
division of the land the Israelites . 
were t >bdUr , 'tcr phtCr., Wheii“ 
daughters of the late ;Zelophehad :l - 
heard that the land was to be divided 
only among the male members of the . 
tribe, “they drew near.. .and they 
stood before Moses, and before Ela- 
zar the priest and before the princes 
and all the congregation at the door 
of the teht. of meeting” (Numbers 
27:1-2). 

There, in the presence of this large 
audience, they voiced their protest: 
“Why should the name of our father 
be done away from among his fami- 
ly. simply because he left no son?” 

That this was not considered a 
private legal complaint, of five indi- 1 
viduals is to be seen from the Tora 
text itself, and especially from the 
.abundance of homilies and commen- 
taries of the rabbis through the gen- 
erations. The case of the “Daughters 
of Zelophehad” provided them with 
the opportunity for expressing in 
different ways the ever present male- 
female soda! tension. 

It generated not only manifesta- 
tions of solidarity and empathy with 
the struggle of women for equality, it 
also at times elicited subtle scorn for 
such “fighting females.” 

One thing is clear, however, for 
anyone who knows how to read the 
overt statements as well as the infer- 
ences of rabbinic literature: that the 
daughters of Zelophehad are not 
presented as^rivate individuals, but 
as genuine representatives and

A rude awakening 


MANY- OF THE 51 KNESSET MEMBERS who 
voted earlier this year for the abortive parliamen- 
tary initiative to amend the Law of Return are too 
limited in capacity or inclination to know a lot 
about the repercussions in the Diaspora over that 
controversial move. 

Ebud Oimert, of the La'am wing of the Likud 
bloc is in a different class. Oimert, 40, bom in the 
sleepy agricultural township of Binyamina, is ac- 
tive intellectually, and politically be is razor-sharp. 

Over the past few years, Oimert has gradually 
become familiar with the Jewish world abroad, and 
he is now a familiar name in organized Jewish 
circles in the United States and Canada. 

Oimert travels abroad regularly to lecture for 
Israel Bpnds and other organizations, and is much 
in demand according to those who arrange his 
speaking tours. But he never accepts fees for his 
lectures, as I verified. 

“The only time I was approached by a profes- 


sional lecturers’ bureau to come over and speak for 
money, I turned them down flat. I will not make 
use of my public position as a Knesset Member to 
earn money talking." 

Oimert is now in the Knesset for a fourth 
consecutive term. In fact, he has grown up in the 
Israeli parliament, having served as a faction 
secretary and political spokesman for years before 
entering the electoral lists in a safe slot. 

Ehud Oimert has something of the flamboyant 
actor’s style when he speaks publicly. Some would 
call it demagogy. Others link it to his training as a 
lawyer. He runs a prosperous law office in Jeru- 
salem and his connections in Israel as well as in the 
Diaspora undoubtedly earn him extra business. .He 
is known to be able to pull strings effectively, now 
and again. 

He loves public speaking because he enjoys 
establishing a rapport with an audience and he is 
pleased to draw its admiration.

“Leaving aside Reform Jewry 
for the sake of argument, if indeed 
all Conservative rabbis convert sole- 
ly according to Halacha, as they 
claim, there should be no reason why 
they should object to the Knesset 
stipulating Halachic conversion as 
the only form acceptable under the 
Law of Return. 

“If Conservative Jewry objects to 
the legislative measure, it is because 
they are not worried about the 
‘Who’s a Jew’ issue; they are worried 
about the ‘Who's a Rabbi' issue,” he 
says. 


AT THIS POINT. Oimert takes up a 
position which could not possibly be 
acceptable to the sponsors of the 
parliamentary initiative for which he 
voted: “I am prepared,” he says, “to 
fight for the legitimacy of any rabbi 
who performs conversions solely 
according to Halacha.” 

Oimert is not too happy when I 
remind him of the enthusiastic ap- 
plause which Ashker.azi Chief Rabbi 
Avraham Shapira received from the 
convention of American Orthodox 
Rabbis this week after he declared 
that there would never be any ques- 
tion of granting recognition to Con- 
servative or Refonn rabbis. 

Nor does Oimert offer any com- 
ment when I suggest that his cam- 
paign on behalf of Conservative rab- 
bis is a non-starter.

he states flatly. “And if they reject it. 
I'd ha ve to reconsi der my support for 
the ‘Who’s a Jew’ law.” 

Says Oimert: “Around the world, 
and here in Israel, there do exist 
Conservative, and Reform rabbis, 
too, who are unimpeachable experts 
on Halacha and who perform 
Halachic conversions.

osed two years ago that its rabbis in 
Israel perform conversions in Israel 
strictly according to Halacha, and 
that the Chief Rabbinate agrees to 
validate such conversions. He is also 
unaware that no Orthodox leader 
troubled to react to this proposal. 

THE LAWYER - parliamentarian 
feels it is “immaterial" that the par- 
liament of one country.. Israel, 
should pass laws influencing Jthe sta- 
tus of residents of other countries, 
who may be defined there as Jewish 
in a different manner, for purposes 
of law. statistics or classifications of 
faith and community adherence. 

“This is a purely Jewish matter.

And it is “immaterial” to him that 
the measure reached the Knesset at 
the climax of a domino process 
started by the Lubavitcher Rebbe in 
the United States: “It's not impor- 
tant how the measure reached the 
Knesset agenda, but what to do with 
the measure once it comes up for 
debate.” 

Olmen states emphatically sever- 
al times over that he respects Con- 
servative and Reform Jews and their 
right to practise Judaism as they see 
fit: “I don’t think they are worse 
Jews than others, as long as they do 
not legitimize assimilation, for inst- 
ance, by faking Judaism, as we know 
some Reform rabbis have done from 
time to time in America.” 

When I take Oimert up on the 
assimilation issue, however, he 
admits that he could not see' how the 
amendment to the Law of Return 
could slow down or stop assimilation 
in the Diaspora. 

“What is sure, however 1 , is that 
without a unified process, the split 
within the Jewish people will grow 
wider and more painful, should 
American Jews settle in Israel in 
larger numbers and find that they 
cannot many whom they wish." 


j.o be correct. “And the Lbrd spoke 
to Moses, saying. The daughters of 
Zelophehad are right. "(27:7). The 
rabbis understand this to mean that 
it was not the daughters of Zelophe- 
had that made God change his mind. 
All that the Lord said, they claim, 
was actually written in the original 
Toni which is kept in the heavens 
above. 

In their arguments in favour of 
women's rights, the daughters of 
Zelophehad did not change the 
Halacha or even one word of the 
Tora. They only made Moses see 
what be had overlooked before. 

“Reuya hayta parashat nahalaot 
li-katev al-yedei Moshe." In truth, 
says the Talmud (Bab4 Bathra 
119a), Moses was supposed to have 
written that daughters get their 
rights along with the sons. It was, 
however, a special privilege granted 
to the daughters of Zelophehad that 
this should be written into the Tora 
as a result of their painful and power- 
ful protest.
